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F. Holt, of Ithaca and Dallas, Fires Bullet 
Through Morgan's Groin—lujnred 
Man Will Recover. 


Prisoner After Arrest Says He Sought to Induce Mor- 
gan to Stop Shipment of War Munitions 
from America. 


New York, July 3 ~ A n attempt to 
assassinate J. P. Morgan was made at 
Mr. Morgan's country estate, near Glen- 
cove, L. I., today. 


Mr. Morgan was shot, but not seri- 
ously wounded. 
His assailant was a 
juan who said he was F. Holt, an in- 
structor in French at Cornell university, 
and also of Dallas, Tex. 


The Cornell university records con- 
tain the name of Frank Holt. 
He was 
an instructor in German there during 
the last year. He was to go to the Uni- 
versity of Texas as a professor in Ger- 
man for the coming year. 


Butler Saves Morgan's Life. 
Henry Fiske, Mr. 
Morgan's 
butler, 
doubtless saved his employer from more 
sorious injury by felling the assailant 
with a blow "from a coal hod, and over- 
powering him. 
TIoH was locked up in 
the Glenoovo jail and from his cell is- 
sued a statement asserting that he was 
impelled to go to Morgan to persuade 
him to stop the shipment of munitions 
of war from this country abroad. 


The attack on :Mr. Morgan was staged 
hi the diningroom of the ^forgan home. 
The assailant, refused admission at the 
ioor, pressed a pistol against the but- 
ler's body and pushed past him through 
Ihe hallway and into the diningroom, 
where Mr. ]\Iorgan had 
just 
finished 
breakfast. 


Shot Through Groin. 
Mr. Morgan Avas shot through 
the 
groin. 
Whether he was shot once or 
twice was not made clear. 
Two shots 
were fired by the assassin. 
One of these 
ehots, it was reported, cut through the 
fleshy part of the breast and passed out 
through the arm. 
Another report was 
that one of the shots went wild. 


The assailant reached Glencove on an 
early train, carrying a suitcase, atnd 
drove by automobile to the ^lorgan es- 
tate, three miles from the station. 
He 
left his suitcase near a hedge on the 
ej'.tate. 
Later the suitcase was opened 
and 
found 
to 
contain a quantity of 
d;ynamite. 


A second pistol, fully 
loaded, was 
found in the prisoner's pocket when he 
was searched at Glencove. 


The first news of the shootinp was 
received at 10:30 o'clock at the office of 
Sheriff Petit, 
of 
Nassau 
county, at 
Mineóla. 
The sheriflf immediately dis- 
patched men to Glencove to investigate 
the report. 


Details of the shooting were lacking 
at that hour.

aiencove, L. I.. July 3.—Holt, the as- 
sailaint of J. P. Morgan, made the fol- 
lowing statement to 
The 
Associated 
Press this afternoon: 


"My home is in Dallas, Tex. I have a 
wife and children and am 40 years old. 
I was born in this country and so were 
my father and mother. 
My ancestors 
were French and German; it was all 
mixed up. I received a degree of doctor 
of philosophy from Cornell in 1914, but 
before that T was 
an 
instructor 
in 
French. 
T was formerly an instructor 
in N'anderhilt university. 


"T came to Kew York a week a.go 
from Ithaca and put up at the Mills 
hotel at Thirty-sixth street and Seventh 
avenue. 1 took no pains to conceal my 
identity and registered under my own 
name. 


"About a month ago 1 conceived the 
idea to see J. P. Morgan and get him to 
use his influence in stopping the ex- 
portation of arms which make you and 
me responsible for the murder which is 
going on over_ there. 


"I could not go from manufacturer to 
manufacturer myself, but 
I 
thought 
that ]\ir. Morgan's banking connectioins 
would render it more easy for him to 
accomplish this. 


"I have not been influenced to do this 
by anybody else. 1 think President Wil- 
son's notes were fine, but they did not 
seem to do anything to stop the war. 


"I came down here from New York 
th is morning to put mj' idea before Mr. 
^Morgan, but I depended upon him to 
formulate the plan. Of course I did not 
mean to shoot Mr. Morgan, but 1 in- 
tended to stay there until 
something 
was done. 1 had a stick of dynamite in 
my pocket; I thought it might come in 
handy somehow. 
Some fool has 
said 
that J had oiitroglycerine in my suit- 
case, but that was only benzine to clean 
my clothes. 


"I went up to the house and got by 
the butler and walked upstairs. 
£ had 
my gun in my hand. In the hall on the 
second floor 1 met Mr. Morgan. A wom- 
an whom 1 took to be his wife immedi- 
ately preceded him down the hall. 


"She screamed and jumped awaj^ from 
where -1 don't know exactly where. Mr. 
Morgan did inot give me a chance to say 
anything. 
He jumped at me and I shot 
in the air to scare him. They tell me I

He Calls It ''Exclamation 
Point in His Appeal 
for Peace." 


Washington, July 3—The public re- 
ception room in the senate wing of the 
capítol 
of 
the 
United 
States 
was 
wrecked just before last midnight by an 
explosion caused by a bomb or an in- 
fernal machine. 
No one was injured 
and today there was oialy one clue, a 
letter 
received 
by 
the 
Washington 
Times, an evening newspaper, bearing a 
postmark timed before the explosion, an- 
nouncing that it would take place. 


The letter, although written June i, 
was mailed last night at 
10 o'clock, 
nearly two hours before the explosion. 
It was signed "R. Pearce," was type- 
written and indicated that the writer 
had been waiting some time for an op- 
portunity to carry out his plan which, 
he said, would be "the exclamation point 
of his appeal for peace." 


The letter was at once turned over 
to the police. 
Only one man of that 
name is in the Washington city direc- 
tory. A search was begim for him. 


The letter was a rambling argument 
against exportation of war munitions 
to Europe. 


^ y s He Had to Do It. 


"By the way," said the writer at the 
outset of his argument, "don't blame 
this on the Germans, or on Bryan. I am 
an old-fashioned American with a con- 
science, if it is not a sin to have a con- 
science. Let each natiooi make her own 
man-killing machines. 
Sorry I had to 
use explosives. 
(For the last time I 
hope.) 
It is the export kind and ought 
to make enough noise to be heard above 
the voice that clamors for war and blood 
money. 
This explosion is the exclama- 
tion point to my appeal for peace." 


He cl6sed his letter with a proposal 
for a referendum on the question of war 
exports, 
which 
he 
characterized 
"a 
colossal American crime." 


None of the force of employes of the 
capítol were on duty in that part of 
the building at the time of the explo- 
sion and no one was injured.

Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


Russian accounts of Friday's naval 
engagement off the Gothland coast 
record the beaching of one German 
warship and the flight of cruisers, ac- 
companjnng torpedo boats which the 
Russian fleet encountered 
and 
en- 
gaged during a foggy morning on the 
Baltic. 
Unofficial dispatches say the 
beached vessel was the mine layer 
Albatross, and add that the Russians 
finally retired because of the num- 
erical superiority of the German fleet. 
Other 
naval activities include 
the 
sinking of three Turkish merchant- 
men by a Russian submarine in the 
Black sea and the torpedoing of the 
Belgian steamer Boduognat by a Ger- 
man undersea boat. 


The latest Russian statement ad- 
mits a continuation of the retreat be- 
fore the armies of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen in southern Poland, whose 
forces are drawing daily nearer to 
Lublin. 
Heavy fighting apparently 
of a rear guard character for the 
most part, is continuing. 


The Russians also concede the Ger- 
man claim to new successes in Gali- 
cia, admitting that important forces 
of Teutons have forced their way 
across the Gnila Lipa. 


Italian headquarters reports an in- 
crease of activity along the 
entire 
front and records advances on Camia 
and near Freikofel. .Unofficial dis- 
patches reported the occupation by 
the Italians of Tolmio, a key point 
in the Isonzo valley, but added that 
the Austrians still held the fortifi- 
cation near the place and that the 
battle was continuing. 
Recent ac- 
counts of successes for the entente 
allies in the Gallipoli peninsula are 
countered by a Turkish statement de- 
claring that the British forces there 
were driven back to their old posi- 
tions.

New Message ftom Ambas- 
sador Page Regarding 
the Armenian. 


Washington, 
July 
3.—Ambassador 
Page, at London, cabled the state de- 
partment today that the British steamer 
Armenian, 
torpedoed and 
sunk by 
a 
German 
submarine, had 
been 
"requi- 
sitioned" by the British government but 
that the requisition had been cancelled 
before she sailed from Newport News. 
The status of the ship as heretofore un- 
derstood, however, is unchanged as the 
dispatch not yet made public, does not 
clear up the question of charter. 


The dispatch says the Leyland line 
manager reported to the American con- 
sul at Liverpool that there were no pas- 
sengers aboard the Armenian and that 
all who perished were employed as niuo- 
teers. 


The line reported that prior to her 
last voyage the Armenian had been re- 
quisitioned by the British government 
but that the requisition had been can- 
celled before she sailed from Newport 
News, although the ship had not then 
been put back on the regular sailing 
lists of the company. 
Some details not 
yet cleared up were withheld by the 
state department.

Paris, July 3.—A French manufactur- 
er of articles used for the communion 
service has been found guilty of violat- 
ing the recently enacted law prohibiting 
commerce with subjects of nations at 
war with France. He was sentenced to 
two years' imprisonment and a fine 0/ 
2,000 francs ($400.)

NAVAL FIGHT IN FOG. 


Details Slow in Coming from Baltic Sea 
Engagement. 


London, July 3.—(12:43 p. m.)—De- 
tails of the naval battle between Rus- 
sian and German cruisers in the Baltic 
yesterday apparently were lost in the 
fog which enshrouded the scene of the 
engagement. 


Th^e official story of the action from 
Petrograd claims that a Russian cruiser 
squadron drove a German cruiser ashore, 
but all imofficial reports agree that the 
vessel which met disaster was the mine 
layer Albatross. 


Petrograd claims that 
the 
German 
vessels retired before the Russian at- 
tack while unofficial accoimts of the en- 
gagement declare that Russia's warships 
had to retire before^ superior numbers 
after a battle lasting half a day. 


The submarines of the entente allies 
had their- iimings 
yesterday.

troop ship was sunk in the Solon Sea

HOT CLASH OCCURS 
IN THE BALTIC SEA 


Petrograd Says Damage to 
Russian Warships is 
Insignificant. 


Petrograd, 
July 
3—(Via 
London, 
10:36 a. m.)—^Wlien the Russian naval 
BCtuadron in the Baltic grave battle to 
five German cruisers and a 
flotilla 
of 
torpedo boats 
off 
the 
east coast of 
Gothand, on July 2, one German cruiser 
•was beached and 
the 
other warships 
were put to flight, according to an of- 
ficial 
statement 
issued 
today by the 
Russian 
admiralty, 
under 
date 
of 
July 2. 


The damage to the Eussian cruisers, 
the statement adds, was 
insignilicant. 
Xlie text of the statement follows: 


"This morning (July 2) along the par- 
allel of the Oestegarn light house, on 
the east coast of the island of Goth- 
land, our cruisers cncountcred in a f<)g 
two'of the enemy's light cruisers .md 
«öiH® torpedo boats and engaged them 
in battle. 


"At 9 o'clock in the morning a Ger- 
man cruiser badly damaged; lowered her 
flag and ran ashore. 
The other cruiser 
and the torpedo boats ilcd.

HERO HONORED HFIER 


LAPSE ra YEtRS 


Monument to G^n. Greene, 
of Revolutionary Fame^ 
is Unveiled, 


Battle Ground, N. C., 
July 3.—One 
hundred and thirty-five years after he 
led his command to victory over Gen- 
eral Cornwullis' Redcoats at Guilford 
Court House, a monument was unveiled 
today on this famous battlefield in hon- 
or of the memory of General Nathaniel 
Greene, who commanded 
the 
colonial 
forces in the south during the latter 
part of the American revolution. It was 
in this vicinity that 
the battle 
was 
fought on ]\rarch 15, 1781, which re- 
sulted in such heavj- losses to Corn- 
wallis, the British leafier, that he was 
forced to retreat to Wilmington, N. C. 


Troops from the colonies of Rhode 
I.'.land, Delaware, ^Maryland, 
Virginia, 
North Carolina and South Carolina took 
part in the battle and today's exer- 
cises provided for the participation of 
representatives of these states, includ- 
ing several governors. 
Both state and 
federal troops participated, among them 
the Kontisih jzuards, of Greenwich, R. I. 
of which General Greene was a charteJ 
member. 


The monument wa.s erected with fu^'^i 
appropriated hy congress in FeH-HTary, 
1011, and its dedication is the yulmina- 
tion of .1 movement begun mdjre than 
twenty years ago to honor this revo- 
lutionary hero. 
The bill for the\ appro- 
priation first was 
introduced in con- 
gress more than a score of years ago 
and wai5 reintroduced at every .«subse- 
quent session until its final passage. 


The moniiniont is in the form ot/aii 
equestrian 
statue of 
(Jeneral 
Grtine, 
made of bronze, nn a granite base. 
It 
is thirty feet high. 
F. H. Parker.^^f 
Now York, was the sculptor. 


Some historians have declared Gen- 
eral Greene the ablest soldier of 
the 
revolution next to Washington. 
Dur: 
in_Lr the latter part of the American col- 
onies' struggle for indepentleuce General 
fireeno won many victories 
over the 
British forces in tlic Carolinas with the 
aid of Generals 
;\l:irion, 
Suniter 
and 
Pickens. 
It was after these reverses 
that Cornwallis (l('ci<it'<l to transfer his 
activities to \'irgiiiia. 
The result was 
his surrender at Vorktown on October 
in. 17S1. which virtiiallv ended the war.

At this time the federal government 
is anxious to lend assistance to those 
communities that are seeking 
protec- 
tion from flood water, it is vary im- 
portant 
that Fort Wayne and Allen 
county create a hoard with authority 
to receive an<l olTer 
pioposals. 
City 
Eupineer Rarulall has received a letter 
from the United States war department 
to the efToct that the government is 
making an examination 
to determine 
the e.x'tent to which the United States 
will co-operate with local communities 
to solve the flood problem. 
In part 
the letter reads: 


"A report is being prepared on 
a 
preliminarv examination 
of the Mau- 
niee river and its tributaries, Ohio and 
Indiana, provided 
for bv 
the 
act 
of 
congress of ]March 4. 101.5, with a view 
to devising plans for flood protection 
and determining the extent to which 
the United 
States should 
co-operate 
with states and other communities and 
interests in carrying out such plans." 


Fort Wayne cannot expect aid from 
the federal government, and will r«- 
ceivc none imloss definite steps are tak- . 
en by the people in delegating authority 
and establishing a flood prevention dis- 
trict. 
Therefore, if the freeholders de- 
cline to sign the petitions and by so 
doing spurn the profTered aid of the 
g<.vernment, 
they themselves will be 
the losers. 


The attention of the people is again 
called to the fact that signing the pe-' 
tition is merely an indorsement of the^ 
movement for a flood prevention dis-i 
trict and does not incur expense to the 
signer.

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Vote Frauds and the Federal Law 


In connection with the -widespread interest in the application of 
the federal statutes in the Terre Haute vote fraud cases, especial 
importance attaches to a decision just given by the supreme court of 
the United States, holding valid an indictment under Section 19 of 
the criminal code of the United States. 
This is the section under 
which the first count of the indictment in the Terre Haute election 
eases is based. The opinion was written by Justice Holmes and is to 
the general effect that resort to the federal law in the prosecution of 
election frauds is entirely justifiable. 


The decision is of far reaching importance, because it is the first 
interpretation of this section by the highest court since 4;he codifica- 
tion of the United States criminal statutes in 1909, and because it 
sustains the decision of Judge A. 
Anderson, of the United States 
district court at Indianapolis, in overiiiling tlie demurrer to the in- 
dictment in the Terre Haute cases. The decision upholds the view 
that state election officers are subject to indictment in federal courts 
for election frauds. 


The case decided came up from the western district of Okla- 
homa. Tom Mosley and Dan Hogan, who were election, officers, and 
a majority of the county election board of Blaine county, Oklahoma, 
ii^ere indicted by a United States grand jury, because, it was alleged, 
thej» "agreed that, irrespective of the precinct returns being regular 
and la^^('ful. they would omit them from the count and from their re- 
turns t{o the state election board." A conspiracy Avas alleged in the 
Indict^'nent ; it Avas asserted that the tAvo men held a secret meeting 
without the knowledge of the third member of the board, for the 
purpose of carrying out the conspiracy. 


^ Under the direction of District Attorney Dailey, the Terre Haute 
ca^^ were supposed to haA^e been the first test of the efficacy of this 
se^on of the United States criminal code, but the appeal from Ok- 
laiioma in a case veiy similar is the first to secure a decision from 
the highest court authority. With the application of the federal laAv 
fully established in the state elections, those Avho may be disposed 
to perpetrate vote frauds Avill be much less likely to take a chance 
than Avere they of the belief that they had only state laAvs and local 
juries to reckon Avith. Justice Holmes' decision is going to result 
In cleaner elections at every point Avhere previous results have been 
ander suspicion. 


The first issue of The Citizen, a monthly magazine published by 
the Citizens' League of Indiana, as the organ of the movement for a 
new constitution for the state of Indiana, lias just been issued from 
the Fort Wayne offices of the league. 
It is not always possible in 
launching a new publication to strike at once a stride that measures 
ap to the hopes or the aspirations of its publishers, but if The Citi- 
zen maintains even the standard it has set up in its first issue, it will 
do a tremendous amount of excellent work for a highly important 
cause. 
Both typographically and in a literary way it is admirble. 
The editorial staff is composed of specialists of high rank in the de- 
partments of which each Avill be in charge, and The Citizen has set 
out on a capable discussion of vital governmental topics Avith a vast 
constructive program in AaeAv. The Citizen will be especially valu- 
able because its purpose is better government and better citizenship, 
and these alone. 


The Sentinel is pleased to see action by the city authorities to- 
ward immediate erection of the memorial monument to General An- 
thony Wayne, for Avhich Fort Wayne has been raising a fund by tax- 
ation since 1892. Manifestly the city Avhich was the scene of some of 
General Wayne's operations and Avhich bears his name should honor 
itself in honoring him. We have been a rather long time about it, it 
is true, but the fund has been raised by an infinitesimally small 
tax, and a smaller sum than that now available would have forced 
the adoption of a work so cheap as to have been discreditable to the 
city. 
With the Wayne monument out of the way, Fort 
Wayne 
should at once take up the memorial to its most conspicuous local 
^ hero, General LaAvton. 


General Porfirio Diaz, who for thirty-five years ruled Mexico in 
at least nominal peace, has just died an exile in Paris. Driven from 
his country where he was so long a conspicuous figure, the closing 
years of his life were the deepest pathos of tragedy. Events which 
have followed his abdication of the Mexican presidency haA^e shed a 
new light on the character of the job, and are making dear the 
capabilities and the poAver of General Diaz as columns of eulogy 
could not do. 


Inasmuch as Monday will be celebrated as the July Fourth holi- 
day, there is added need just now for emphasis on the Safety First 
idea. Safety First will mean a sane Fourth, and a sane Fourth is 
the sort without fatalities, serious accidents and fires from explo- 
•ives. Keep Safety First m min¿ next Monday,

SECRSTASY LANSIHG.

A unique distinction attributed 
to 
Siecretary of State Lansing by a north- 
ern New York state paper is that he 
probably knows more about the Bible 
and the history of political parties than 
any other man in Washington. 
In his 
home at Watertown, natives tell of the 
briar pipe he has smoked since he was 
in Amlierst; of his membership in the 
Fortnightly club, where he won 
the 
nickname Duke; of his one and losing 
campaign for mayor against Jim Pappa. 
and of his efforts in poetry and water 
color. 
Bert Lansing, aa he is callcd 
(outside of the Fortnightly club), is fa- 
mous also for winning a reputation as 
a lawyer without trying a single case. 
He has devoted himself to the field of 
international law and affairs, in which 
his ncpomplishments have just received 
such ample recognition. He was inspired 
to enter this field by the example of 
his fathcr-in-Iaw, .Tolin W. Foster, and 
has studied it imtiringly since the fur 
seal tribunal met in Paris in 1893. 
In 
view of hia succeeding Bryan, it is in- 
teresting to note that Secretary Lans- 
ing's one defection from the democratic 
party came in 1896, when the commoner 
was rimning on a free silver platform. 
Bryan's, successor comes of one of the 
olclest families in New York state, 16fi0 
being the date of 
immigration, 
and 
amo-.ig his ancestors were members of 
<hfi old Ihitch aristocracy 
of Albany 
c-biinty. His 
great-grandfather, 
John 
Lansing, of Albany, was. in 1797. a dele- 
gate to the New York constitutional 
coavention. 
Not long after that 
the 
family moved 
to 
Jefferson 
county. 
"Secretary Lansing," says his AA^ate'r- 
town biographer, "is 
a democrat, 
a 
Presbyterian, a student, a lawyer and 
an aristocrat." 
It must be added that 
lie Iiad been chosen by a very sane man 
fo fill a very difficult position in very 
touchy times. 


OLD LEADERS IN WAR. 


THE WOMEN OF THE OIRCUS. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


Just at a time when 
some persons 
are insisting tliat anybody abov^ the 
mature ajre of thirty should go to the 
scrap heiip as worn out, it is interesting 
to find in this paper a review of some 
of the leaders in Europe's great war. 
Speaking of August von Mackensen, the 
great German marshal who has smash- 
ed the Russian armies in Galicia in one 
of the most brilliant military campaigns 
known to history, the article said: 


"He is an old man, like most leaders 
in this war. Joffre is seventy; his trust- 
ed lieutenants, Foch, Castlenau, Galli- 
eni, are over sixty; so is Kitchaner; bo 
is French; iron-jawed 
Hindenburg is 
sixty-nine; the man in whose hands lies 
Italy's fate, Count Cadorna, is seventy. 
And ISIackensen, the bulldog of Galicia, 
waited sixty-four long years 
for the 
crown of military glory." 


Lord Kitchener, head of the British 
fighting force, celebrated his sixty-fifth 
birthday last month. Sir Edward Grey, 
the master diplomat of the British em- 
pire, is 
fifty-three. 
General Sir John 
French, 
the 
great 
British 
military 
strategist, is sixty-three. 


The truth is that age and power of 
achievement cannot be linked in sweep- 
ing generalities. 
It all depends upon 
the individual. One man may reach his 
liighest mental powers before thirty and 
then dccline, just as one man will reach 
his greatest physical strength before 
forty and then begin going down hill, 
while the mind of another may be most 
active at sixty or seventy. 


The history of human 
acTiievement 
shows that there have 
been 
a 
feAV 
geniuses who have accomplished 
their 
greatest work at an early age. But the 
great work of the world, the bulk of all 
the great achievements, has been done 
by men who developed vslowly through 
years of observation and 
experience, 
their minds broadening and ripening and 
groAving ever stronger, and that these 
did their best work in thoir rich ma- 
turity.

Every little while the papers give an 
account of some person or several per- 
sons being asphyxiated at night while

tightly closed. 
A few months ago, in 
Ohio, a family of four were all killed 
in this way. 
The cause was a 
gas 
stove connected by a rubber tube and 
sleeping in rooms with all 
windows 
tightly closed. 
The cause of death by 
asphyxiation is tightly closed windows. 


The point I wish to make is, Why, 
in this enlightened age, will people who 
desire to be accredited with having com- 
mon sense, be guilty 
of retiring 
at 
night in a room with all windows tight- 
ly closed at any time of the year, no 
matter how cold the weather? 
To do 
so in the spring, summer 
and 
fall 
months indicates criminal careleflsnesa 
and indifference about the value of life 
and health. 
In plain words, it-meana 
committing suicide quickly when the 
gas is turned on, and slowly when the 
gas is turned safely off. 


Every person, whether they have lit- 
tle or much book-learning, has 
been 
taught that the air expelled from lungs 
is loaded with a very poisonous gas, 
called carbon dioxide; Avith water it 
forms carbonic acid; 
when 
breathed 
oiearly' pure it causes death. 
In any 
tightly closed room where one or more 
persons sleep, all the air is soon con- 
taminated with this poisonous gas, and 
any poison, inhaled, injected or swal- 
lowed, is an enemy of life. Every per- 
son ought to know better than to per- 
mit the free access of enemies into their 
body; but many do not seem to. Care- 
lessness and indifference about allow- 
ing enemies of the body free access is 
a crime against nature, and strange to 
say, most persons are guilty of com- 
mitting this crime. 
Many persons who 
pride themselves upon being up-to<dat« 
in having sleeping porches or open win- 
dows, are very careless about letting 
enemies slip down their throat* in what 
they drink and eat.

Most Famous Bell in the World. 


Tlicre is not :1 'liild 
in the United 
Stati's who lias not lieard of the Lib- 
erty bell. 
It has had a unique history 
liefore ever it rang liberty to the thir- 
teen colonies in 177() and since that date 
has undoubtedly liecorae the most fa- 
mous bell in all the world. 


Liberty hell was cast in London in 
Owing to flnAvs it was recast in 
Fhilndelphia in botli that and the fol- 
lowing ^ear. 
Jn 
175.1 the Philadelphia 
Slate Housi!, now called 
Independence 
Hall, was the meeting 
place 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania assembly, and the fine old 
bell was used to call the assembly to- 
gether. 
This was the first time it had 
been rung. 
At that time the bell ac- 
tually bore the inscription wliicli future 
events made such a remarkable 
coinci- 
dence: "Proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land imto all the inhabitants there- 
of."—Leviticus, XXV, 10. 


The original purpose of the bell was 
to celebrate the granting of the second 
charter by William Penn to the province 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
Fn 177(i when 
the 
Declaration of Independence Avas adopt- 
ed it rang out independence to the thir- 
teen 
colonies, thereby 
becoming 
his- 
toric. 


Stricken with Strange Disease. 


It was only after long cogitation that 
the Philadelphia city rouncil decided to 
allow this A-enerable relic to leave Phila- 
delphia. 
For the bell in its old age is 
stricken with a strange disease—one for 
which there is no cure. 
The bell has 
a crack in it. 
The crack i.s getting deep- 
ei year by year and may eventually de- 
stroy the bell. 
Any sudden jar will be 
most disastrous and this journey is to 
be permitted only with a committee ac- 
companying to safeguard it. 


The bell has made seven tripg in all, 
the journey to the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational 
exposition 
making 
the 
eighth. 
It has been to Allentown, 1777; 
New Orleans. 1885; Chicago, 1893; Buf- 
falo, 1901; 
Charleston, 1902; 
Boston, 
1803, and St. Louis, 1904. 


On August 27, 1753, the 
bell 
first 
Boimded ofilicially when it called together 
the Pennsylvania assembly. 
After that 
it rang for more than eighty 
years, 
calling the courts and the assembly to- 
gether, annotmcing the arrivals or the 
departure of notables, the accession of 
kings, proclamations of war and treaties 
of peace. 


Its Crowning Achievement. 


I t rang also to assemble the conti- 
nental congress to its daily 
sessions, 
"Its crowning achievement," says Wil- 
fred Jordan, 
curator 
of 
Independence 
Hall, "which more than anything else 
gives it the name of the Liberty bell, 
occurred on July 8, 1776, and not on 
the Fourth, as is so often incorrectly 
stated, 
when 
Philadelphia 
listened 
breathlessly to the proclamation of the 
Declaration of Independence as first in- 
troduced by Richard Heniy Lee on June 
7, 1776, in his now famous resolution." 


One of the first prominent persons for 
whom the bell was rung was Benjamin 
Franklin when he Avas sent to England 
in February, 1757, to ask redress for the 
grievances of the colonies. 


Taken Away for Safety. 


\Mien, during 
the 
revolution, 
the 


American army was forced to evacuate 
Philadelphia the Liberty bell was taken, 
together with the 
chimes 
of 
tlirist 
church and of St. Peters to Allentown, 
where it rested in Zion church from Sep- 
tember, 1777, until June, 1778. and then 
Avas returned to the State House. 
This 
Ì3 sometimes called the first trip of the 
bell in the schedule of places that it has 
been taken to. 


in July, 1835, it tolled for the obse- 
quies of John Marshall, and on this oc- 
casion a flaw that iiad been growing 
through the years developed into a fis- 
sure—and thè soul of the bell breathed 
away with Marshall to join other hero- 
patriots who had gone before. 
Since 
then the voice of the bell has never been 
heard. 


The journey to the Pacific will take 
the bell across seventeen states and the 
scheduled stops total 105. 


WiU It Stand the Journey? 


Will the Liberty l)eli survive its jour- 
ney to San Francisco? 


Will this be the last of its many long 
trips, and will it be returned to 
its 
place in Independence Hall more crack- 
ed than ever, or perhaps even broken 
in two? 


These are the questions which worries 
those in charg«; of the ancient relic, as 
the date of its de])arture draws near. 
For the old bell is ill ! 


"There can be no doubt that our ven- 
erated Liberty bell is afflicted with 
a 
serious disease,"' is the diagnosis of one 
of the most celebrated metallurgists in 


America, Alexander E. Outerbridge, who 
has made many careful studies of the 
svmptoms and physical condition of the 
Liberty bell. 


"After 
having passed 
three 
times 
through the melting pots and been 'doc- 
tored' by amateurs 
in metals, it 
still 
sufiers from the malady which started 
its decay 
more than a century 
ago," 
Outerbridge said to a Sentinel 
corre- 
spondent. 


"Had the bell been allowed to remain 
at rest, after the disease had first shown 
itself in a great crack extending about 
two-thirds of the way from lip to top," 
he continued, "the ncAA and ipore dan- 
gerous 
crack 
extending 
diagonally 
around the bell would never have oc- 
curred." 


Crack First Observed. 


"This crack was never observed until 
after the bell's return from the first of 
its journeys around the country. 
Since 
then the crack has grown, actually in- 
creasing eight inches between 1909 and 
1914! 


"And when the steel skeleton or 'spi- 
der' was put in place a few weeks ago, 
the crack suddenly increased six inches 
more." 


^Vliat is the stran;; 
ailment Avhich af- 
fiicts 
the Liberty 
Ik-II i:nd 
sooner or 
later will cause it to 
in two? 


"Metallurgists 
have 
adopted 
the 
phrase 'diseases 
of metals,'" 
Outer- 
bridge explained, 
"and 
they 
recognize 
several such maladies. 


"Recent 
scientific investigation 
h«» 
shown that when metal similar to that 
of which the Liberty bell is remelted 
several times it loses resilience, becom- 
ing brittle like glass. 
It is a fact of 
record that the metal in the bell was 
remelted tAvice in this city, and that 
it Avas originally so brittle that it crack- 
ed Avhen first tested in 1753. 


How can the ailing Liberty bell 
be 
cured ? 


It is possible that when the bell is 
returned to Philadelphia it will be set 
on a solid concrete column starting six 
feet beloAV ground and not 
connected 
Avith the building. 
This, the suggestion 
of numerous experts, fs considered the 
surest AA'ay of preserving the 
Liberty 
bell 
from 
the vibrations 
and 
shocks, 
Avhich if continued might so extend the 
crack as to break the old bell in half! 
The Boy Who Cracked It. 


Here is the true story of the little 
boy Avho broke the Liberty 
bell—told 
by himself! 


It has just been quoted to the writer 
—given to the world at large practical- 
ly for the first time! 


Of course the old Liberty bell, now in 
its decrepit state bound across the con- 
tinent to the Panama-Pacific exposition, 
officially broke down at the funeral of 
Chief justice John Marshall, on 
July 
8, 1835—exactly eighty years 
ago. 


That historical account of the famoug 
crack is all the more attractive because

July 8 of the year 1778 is also the real 
date when the bell first celebrated the 
Declaration of Independence. 
So that, 
in the official story, the famous bell's 
old tongiie was silenced forever on the 
fifty-ninth 
anniversary, to a day, of its 
first peal of American liberty—silenced 
Avhen tolling for the death of one of 
the greatest interpreters of that liberty, 
John Marshall, our most 
famous 
preme coiurt juatice! 


But after guarding his secret for over 
three-quarters of a century, Emmanuel 
J . Rauch, civil war veteran of this city, 
told the true story of how the Liberty 
bell was cracked. 
He had helped to 
crack it. 


Mr. Rauch's Story. 


Old Emmanuel 
Rauch is dead. 
He 
passed away barely a year ago in New 
York. 


"It was on Washington's birthday, in 
the year 1835. 
I was ten years 
old 
th#h.' 
My family 
was 
Pennsylvania 
Dutch, and had come to PhikHtelpbU 
from Chester, Pa., in 1832—seven years 
after I was 
tern." 


Thus 
Rauch narrated his secret, in 
words quoted to me today by his wid- 
ow. Mrs. E. J . Rauch, of this city, and 
vouched for by many 
relatives 
and 
friends. 


"My mother had sent me to the shop 
that morning," Rauch said, "and I was 
going home through the old State House 
square, when I 
heard 'Major 
J a c k ' — 
that's what we boys called Jack Down- 
ing, the keeper of the steeple, who was 
quite a character in Philadelphia—call- 
ing me. 


"He corralled a bimch of youngsters 
beside me, and then asked us. 'Say, boys, 
do you Avant to ring the Liberty bell 
todav, in honor of Washington's birth- 
day?' 


"Did we 
want 
to?—IMajor 
Jack' 
climbed up into the st-eeple and tied a 
rope around the clapper. 
When he came 
doAvn Ave took the other end and, as 
he 
told us t o , 
b e g a n 
pulling Avith 
a l l 
our might." 


And to make a long story short, the 
boys pulled Avith such might that 
the 
old bell cracked under the strain! 


"We never said a Avord about oiu- ex- 
ploit. 
It seemed one of those things 
that ten-year-old boys who aren't look- 
ing for trouble had best keep 
silent 
about. 
And I guess Major Jack wasn't 
inclined to talk about it either." 


Who First Rang I t ? 


"The mystery of the old bell ringer" 
is the most fascinating of the myths 
Avhich have been reA-ived b y t h e t r i p of 
the Liberty bell to San Francisco. 


^^^lo was the old man who rang the 
bell when it first pealed forth in cele- 
bration of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence? 


It is conceded that the story of the 
boy dashing into the street on July 4, 
1776, calling to the old caretaker 
in 
the belfry, "Ring, ring! 
They've signed 
i t ! " is fiction pure and simple. 


Wilfred Jordan, custodian of the mu- 
seum in Independence Hall, and an au- 
thority on the history of the Liberty 
bell, declares there is no record of such 
an event. 
The first authenticated ring- 
ing, after the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence was on July 8, when it 
called the citizens of Philadelphia to- 
gether to hear the document read. 


"AndreAv McNair, doorkeeper at 
the 
time, may have been the first bell 
ring- 
er, but this has not been established," 
says Custodian Jordan. 


A story for AA'hich history will not 
voucli is that when the neAVs of the sur- 
render of Cornwallis reached 
Philadel- 
phia, "the old bell ringer died for joy." 


The history of the Philadelphia Pine . 
street church contains the name of "AVil- 
liam Hurry, bellman of the old State 
House." 
And on the ancient stone in 
the graveyard where Hurry lies buried 
are the words, "who departed this life 
October 22, 1781." 
That day the news 
of the surrender of Cornwallis reached 
Philadelphia. 


Was William Hurry really the 
old 
bell ringer who rang'in the new ye«r 
of American freedom on the day that 
the Declaration of Independence was ap* 
proved, and did he really die of joy on 
hearing that the long war with Eng- 
land was over at last? 
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In a Tery large percentage of the m - 
districts of this country science in 
the past iew years has done much in 
the benefit of agriculture. The advance 
lias been remarkable throughout the 
entire union, but in Indiana especially 
has it been noted for its very remark- 
able results. 
Allen county has stood 
in the van in scientific farming for near- 
ly a decade, but the 
past 
year 
has 
ehown an even greater step in this di- 
Ircction. 


Under the direction of County Agri- 
cultural Agent Clarence Henry, and with 
the aid of the agricultural department 
of Purdue university, the farmers of 
Allen county haA'-e been decidedly for- 
tunate. 


Nearly everyone remembers the time 
a very few years ago when scicntific 
farming was looked upon by the great 
majority of farmers as decidedly a fad, 
as a theoretical proposition that never 
could succeed if applied to the farms 
of the country in gineral. 


But it has succeeded, and what is 
more, it has made farming more profit- 
able, more 
efficient, and 
a thousand 
times more interesting that it was un- 
der the old lack of system. 


Farmers Are Interested. 


If anyone doubts that farmers are 
interested in the scientific farming pro- 
ject, he should attend a farmers' meet- 
ing held in tlio court house or in the 
country and should accompany County 
Agent Henry on one of his "tours," or 
efcould stop in any time and find tbe 
string of farmers who day after day 
pass through the agent's office. 


The tours taken up in connection 
with the various brandies are as inter- 
esting as any feature 
of 
the 
work. 
There are tours of many varieties—silo 
inspections, 
investigations 
of 
alfalfa 
conditions, trips of educational value to 
any man who lives in the country or 
who owns a farm. 


A Silo Tour. 


Very recently County Agent Henry 
announced that he would hold a silo 
tour. 
He advertised a great while in 
posting bills, carding the news- 
papers, and getting the farmers to tell 
each other. 
' He made a careful investigation previ- 
ous to this of the silos of the county, 
going 
personally to scores 
of farms 
where silos seem to be well builded and 
well cared for. He gathered statistics 
not only from this comity, but from 
other stetes and counties, proving that 
the silo is a success—a saving and a 
money-making proposition. 


Then when the day came the farmers 
came r i ^ t along at the very front of 
it. 
The meeting was to be held first 
at the wsembly room of the court house 
and a number of noted speakers who 
have long been identified with scientific 
farming addressed the audience. 
Fully 
•ereral htn^red attended, many of the 
tenMW 
«opi^f from bM« 
« i ^ « » * 


and scores of them driving In in their 
automobiles. 


After the meeting, in which questions 
were asked and answered, much after 
the manner of a school room, the crowd 
went to the automobiles, and the vol- 


unteers with their machines each pick- 
ed up some guests, and the whole string 
whisked out into the country. 


A definite line of march was covered, 
and at certain points tho entire party 
would disembark to in\'estigate condi- 


tions at the silos in various farmyards. 
Here 
the officials 
and 
the 
experts 
brought from various schools and agri- 
cultural colleges would discuss the silos 
before the farmers, and treat the sub- 
ject simply, but with scientific care, 


pointing out the good and bad points. 


The party visited half a dozen farms 
before noon, and responded to the effi- 
ciency test by eating dinner in the open 
while the instructors talked. 
The en- 
tire afternoon was spent in further in-

vestigation, and the next morning eariy

Hardly a man who had attended the 
first affair missed the second, and it 
was interesting to note the number of 
neighbors they brought along with them. 


The farmers realized that the demon- 
stration was helpful to the extreme, 
that they could well profit by the ex- 
perience of other men and of the ex- 
perts who had spent practically their 
whole lives studying this one phase of 
agriculture. 


But the silo tours were not the only 
ones conducted by tho hustling county 
agent. Toirrs of another or other kinds 
and more especially tho alfalfa tour, 
attracted widespread 
attention. 


The Evening Meetings. 


Last year County Agent Henry cofn- 
ducted 172 meetings, ninety-eight 
of 
them being held in the daytime and tho 
remaining seventy-four at night. These 
night sessions are held at convenient 
and central places through the county, 
township schools, town halls and any 
other rooms that are large enough to 
permit good crowds to get 
together. 
Hundreds attended some of them and 
the average attendan«» was seventy- 
one. 


At these evening meetings, which will 
be held oftcner in the coming winter 
than previously, slides will be project- 
ed showing what successful farmers are 
accomplishing not only in this county, 
but in other places over the state and 
country. 


Much to Be Done. 


Althougli a great deal ha.«i already 
been accomplished in the matter 
of 
scientific farming in 
Allen 
county, 
there still lies ahead of the farmers a 
great d<'al more to ho done. 
One 
of 
the hardest things to be overcome in 
the ignorant 
criticism 
of 
advanced 
metJiods that still crops out here and 
there among the men who have made 
no attempt to use them and are con- 
tent to "Continue the 
old 
impractical 
methods. 


There Are 175 Silos. 


Take for instance the matter of the 
silo. Although the silo has been known 
in certain parts of the United States 
for fifteen years or more, it has only 
been in the past few years that they 
were introduced here. Of course, farm- 
ers who have them would never go with- 
out, but there still are some who have 
not tried them and who do not know 
their value who still object. 
However, 
the silo is gaining very rapidly here 
in popularity and numbers. 


There are somewhere^ between 175 and 
200 silos in the county when 
there 
should be that many in a township. In- 
stead Of three or ten or fifteen in a 
township there should be at least half 
as. many silos as there are farms, and 
the farms'* .average 400 to a township 
and 8,000 thousand to the countv. 
One matter t U i the. farmers 
te^e 


to lately is the brseding and feedlii| 
of fine cattle. From a county that rank* 
ed among the lowest in the middle 
in this respect, Allen, throi^h a iCTSto' 
matic campfugn of education and ta* 
struction 
and 
through 
co-operailofl 
among each other, is fa^^t coming IfeAi 
the lead in this respect. 


Cattle raising and the dairy bmdnei* 
have made such remsurkable strides thai 
It Is almost unbelievable when one 
pares the statistics of tUa year wltll 
those of five or ten years ago. 


There are probably a doeen vsry laifa 


and model dairy bams in the otnmiy, 
probably the most notable of them ba- 
ing the ones at the state school and 
at Brookside. 
The state fans la la 
model of its kind, the like of wMd» k 
found in few places throughout the 
tire country. 


In the above pictures is seen the 
tagonal dairy bam at the state school, 
one of the ^ e s t of the many spleaidid 
dairy barns in the coimty. 


In the upper left-hsmd comer la pte> 
tured a puro-bred short-horn bull, tha 
property of Rorick Brothers, 
at 
Oar 
Creek. 
In the left center the 
three 
streets are owned and fed by Roridc 
Brothers. 
A home-made lime spreader 
of a very efficient plan is pictured in 
the lower left-hand corner. It is owned 
by George V. Kell and was built by 
him on his farm near Huntertown. Mr. 
Kell was one of Allen coimty's earliest 
advocates and hardest workers for co- 
operation and scientific farming, and 
his farm is a model. 


In the upper right is seen a pure-bred 
Durock sow, owned 
by John 
H. M, ' 
Fackler, a prominent ^ladison township 
farmer. 


At tho lower right-hand corner, a 
farmers' meeting is seen in progress. It 
is a photograph taken by Mr. Henry 
at a poultry demonstration at the Kell 
farm. 


The right center picture was taken 
of a car load of streets fed by Forest 
Deatson, of Scipio township. Mr. Henry's 
picture is shown in the top center.

IMorgan & Co. wlio were in town today, 
so far as was known, were \Vm. M. Por- 
ter and jSIr. Morrow. 
Vv', P. Ilamiiton, 
another partner of the firm, was said to 
be at his country homo near Tuxebo, N. 
Y. 
Henry P. Davison is in London and 
Thomas W. Lamont is on hia vacation 
somcwJiere in Oregon. 


The second statement issued by the 
Morgan firm reads as follows: 
"Two 
shots were fired at ^Ir. :Morgan, both of 
which took 
otTc-ct. 
Details regarding 
wounds have not yet been received. The 
statement from tiio doctor will be given 
out in about an hour." 


Answer Was a Shot. 


The man Avho shot Mr. Morgan came 
to filcncove this morning on the 
train, hired an automobile and went to 
the Morgan home cm Matincock Point 
He rang the bell and when the butler 
answerefl called for Mr. ]\rorgan. 
He 
said that he was an old friend of Mr 
Morgan, but Avas refused admission to 
the house. 


The man then pressed a pistol against 
the stomach of the butler, Avho screamed 
and pushed his 
Avay past the servant 
into the hall. 
Mr. Morgan 
Avas ap- 
proaching the front door through the 
hall at the time. 
Ho asked what the 
trouble was. 
Tlie ansAvcr Avaa a shot 
Avhich took eiTect Ln liis liip. 


Staggers and Falls. 
Mr. Morgan staggered aiul fell into a 
chair. 
The butler, once the assailant's 
back Avas turned, piclced up a brass coal 
hod from the fireplace and brought it 
doAvn on the assailant's head, but too 
late to prevent a second shot. 


The butler fell on tht man, wrested 
the weapon away and overpoAvered him. 
Servants came runniing in ansAver to hia 
call and the sherifT's oflice and a phy- 
sician were telephoned. 
The man was 
placed under arrest and taken to Glen- 
cove. There he refused to say anything, 
even to giving his 
name. 
A 
satchel 
Avhich the man brought to OlencoA-^e Avas 
found «ear a hedge on the Morgan prop- 
erty. 
The satchel was tilled Avith djTia- 
mite. 


It Avas said that the assailant AA'as 
seen yesterday in the neighborhood of 
Mr. Morgan's homo. 


Due to War Activity? 
Wlien the ncAVs of the shooting of Mr. 
Morgan reached financial circles in New 
York the question was raised aa 
to 
whether the financier' s actiA'itics in con- 
nection Avith the European Avar had any- 
thing to do Avith the motive of the at- 
tack upon him. 
The Alorgan company 
was the purchasLng 
agent 
for 
Great 
Britain in this country. 


It Avas only this morning that the an- 
nouncement had been made of details 
of a plan of a group of hankers of Avhich 
Mr. Morgan was one of tho leaders, for 
the flotation in this country of $100,000,- 
000 of tile new British war loan. 


In March last Mr. Morgan crossed the 
occan on a mission which he himself did 
spot disclose but which was generally 
supposed to be the arranging of credits 
for the powers »t war with GUfinany 


intruder into the Morgan house is to the I 
effect that he had no trouble in gaining 
admission.

A v o u n d s were exam- 
ined and Avord Avas given out that it was 
not believed tiiat they Avere necessarily 
serious. 
Mr. Morgan, Avith his Avife and 
daughters, Avent to their summer home 
in Glencikie after the marriage recently 
of his son, Junius Spencer Morgan, in 
Boston. 
Matinicock Point, 
Avhere the 
Morgan home is located, is almost sur- 
rounded by Avater and is about tAVo to 
tliree miles from the central part of the 
village of GlencoAe. 


When ^Ir. Morgan's assailant arrived 
in Glcncove on a train from NCAV York 
lie liired an automobile from a garage 
near the station and Avas driven by the 
cliaufTeur, Matthew Cramer, to the Mor- 
gan summer home, where the shooting 
occurrcd. 


Tie Assailent With Rope. 
As soon as the man had been ovcr- 
poAvered after firing and Avounding thv; 
financier, some of the servants in the 
Morgan home procured a rope and tied 
him securely. 
Then they took him out 
on the laAvn near the mansion to await 
the arrival of officers from Glencove, for 
Avhom they had telephoned. 


Judge William Luyster and Constable 
Frank JlcGill took him in an automobile 
to the court house at Glencove, Avhere 
the contents of tAvo suit cases that he 
had brought Avith him from 
N B A V York, 
Avcre examined. 


Explosives in Suit Case. 
One of these AA-as found to contain 
three large sticks of dynamite and the 
other a 
large bottle of 
nitroglycerine. 
There Avere also 
tAvo large 
boxes 
of 
cartridges for his revolvers. 


The pri.eoncr, a tall lanky man of 
the rawboned type, Avas extremely reti- 
cent but afterwards Avas persuaded to 
talk although he would not say much 
about himself. 
Although he claimed to 
be an American citizen it Avas said he 
spoke Avith a marked foreign accent. 


^Vhen asked by the officials who in- 
spired the plot against Mr. Morgan he 
denied tliat any one had done so. 


"Came from On High," He Says. 
'•It came to me from on high," he 
declared. 


The man 
seemed to 
lack 
complete 
recognition of Avhat had happened in the 
Morgan home and of the effects of the 
shots he had 
fired. 
He could not Oo 
persuaded- for some time that he had 
wounded Mr. Morgan, insisting that he 
had not Avanted to kill him or even hurt 
him. 
Wlicn 
asked Avhy he fired the 
shots he said he did so to frighten the 
financier. 


Told that he had endangered his OAvn 
life by his act because he might haA'e 
killed Mr. Morgan the prisoner said he 
did not mind that as he Avas Avilling to 
die, as he could not stand the European 
VA'ar any longer. 
When Judge Luyster 
told him that his shots had Avounded 
Mr. Morgan tho prisoner said this could 
not be so. 


Man Not Rational. 


"I did not hurt him," he cried.

shot to frighten him.

Soon after Mr. Morgan Avas shot he 
insisted on having a telephone extension 
brought to his side and over the wire 
he talked Avith his mother, assuring her 
he Avas not dangerously Avounded and 
telling her she need not Avorry about 
his condition. 
He Avished her to hear 
the news from his own lips first.

ment concerning the 
incident will 
be 
made. After a hurried examijnation Mt. 
Woods estimated the damage would ttOt 
exceed $000.

Says American Who Dug Graves at Point of Sword 


Lee Ellsworth, 
American 
Lad Out to See Sights, 
Gives Fearful Account of 
Drumhead Court Martial 
Deaths Across the Border 
Line.

El Pasn, Texas. July 3.—If you, in 
your dreams of your summer vacation, 
flrcamed that you becamo the grave dig- 
ger of the guillotine of the French revo- 
lution. what horrors would the vision 
not unfold for you? 


And yet, Lee Ellsworth, an Amoricnn, 
has juFl come, gaunt and terror stricken, 
from worse than a di'eam—he has been 
the grave digger 
of the 
Villa 
firing 
squad, which counts ifs victims in 7ium- 
bers like the French guillotine of old. 


"Those awful glassy eyes stare at me 
yet! 
]\ry blood-soaked wheelbarrow was 
the hearse for the pf>or (Jevils who were 
stood up and shot at sunrise!" 


Hatless, barefooled. his face blistered 
and his hands as raw as lean beef. Ells- 
worth staggered across the Mexican l)or- 
der and fell in a faint. 
His faded blue 
serge coat was cut to ribbons where h(! 
had been beaten over the back with sa- 
br>rs. and groat blue -welts showed on 
his skin beneath. 


Ellsworth's Story of Horror, 
lie was little more tlian a boy—this 
Lee Ellsworth—w!io had 
crossed 
the 
border to do a little sight-seeing during 
his vacation. 
But they arrested 
him, 
made him a grave digger and he came 
back to good old American soil a ma- 
ture man, a man who had 
v.iTnessed 
worse sights and experienced more hor- 
ror tlian he can blot out if he lives to 
H hundred. 


••It \v;>s bad enough in that bell-hole 
of a ])ri:^('n vith the rats and lice and 
centipedop crawling over me as I slept 
on the cold, (lamp floor." he said, as he 
rrbbed Iiis eyes as if he had experienced 
an awfvd 7iightmare. 
"But the worse 
was to come. 


"Next morning they prodded me out 
of my cell before daylight and led me 
dov.n n narrow street and out onto a 
pi-Mi! w!i( re hundreds of white crosses 
showed in tile dim light of dawn. 
The 
guards -Imved a pick and shovel into 
my hnnd- and ordered me to dig. I dug 
until the sun came up and blistered my 
bück ivhere the officer had beaten me 
the night before with his sword.

from the jail Avith an old- wrinkled man 
in a high straw hat walking in front. 
Tie stumbled over the rocks as if he wag 
in a dream, and once he fell over a dry 
wash and had to be dragged out. 
The 
others carried rifles and an oflTicer in 
gray marched at one side with hia Bword 
dravrn. frequently walked to the side 
of tlie old Mexican and beat him across 
the back with the flat of his sword to 
malve bim hurry so the officer would 
not miss his lireakfast. 


Wheelbarrow a Hearse. 


"Tlien it was that I realized why I 
had been digging. 
I was digging graves 
for \'ilia's firing squad! 
Each night the 
mock court martial met in the Ouartel 
and passed 
sentences on all who had 
been arrested by the military during the 
day. 


"For an awful month T dug. dug, dug. 
My hands were raw and my heart sick 
fioni the sights I saw. 
Worst of all I 
i.iid to bnrv those limp, bleeding boflies. 


"Tn a blood-stained old wheelbarrow 
r hauled them to the new-made grave 
and dumped them in without 
shroud, 
coffin or prayer. 
But God knows I was 
forced to do it. 
I tried to bo as gentle 
as r could and even said a half prayer 
for one poor boy who died like a dog on 
his hands and knees. 


"As one old man approached the ceme- 
tery- T could see that he was muttering a 
prayer to the Virgin and he crossed and 
recrossed himself. 
His trousers 
were 
gone as booty to the jail guard and the 
old man shook as if with palsy as he 
stumbled along. 
A common thief, the 
giuirds told me, and not fit to die. 
His 
heart was brave with the stoicism of 
the Aztecs, but his weak old body shook 
violently as he took his place in front 
of the adobe wall which was pock-mark- 
ed with many bullet holes. As he faced 
the firing squad his old eyes caught the 
outline of a cross which stood out bold- 


ly in the morning light at the entrance 
'^o the cemetery. 
It was like a promise 
of peace to that world-weary old Mexi- 
can and he smiled a wan smile through 
his thin beard as the officer shouted: 
"Fire!" 


How Firing Squad Death Comes. 


'Xittle pencil points of blood appeared 
on the cotton shirt, his head lolled to 
one side, blood gushed from his nose 
and mouth and he crumpled in a heap 
on the blood-stained ground. 


"^ly guard prodded me with his bayo- 
net and informed me that I would be 
the next victim unless I got to work. 
He led me to 
an 
old, 
blood-soaked 
wheelbarrow which was to be the hearse 
for my undertakings. 
I lifted the with- 
ered old body into it, I closed his star- 
ing, reproachful eyes that looked right 
into mine and trundled him off to the 
shallow grave. 


"Morning after morning I was prodded 
from my cell and taken to the Campo 
Santo to dig graves. Always there were 
many to 1111 these newly made graves. 
One morning there were six to be exe- 
cuted and because I could not dig the 
one long, community grave fast enough 
they made those condemned devils dig 
their own graves. 
One toppled into the 
one he was digging, having fainted from 
fright. He was dragged out by the hair, 
beaten by the guards and made to con- 
tinue the work while they jested of how 
they would shoot him so he would suf- 
fer. 
The creaking old wheelbarrow had 
its load that morning for I hauled them 
three at a time and it was short shift 
for them at the grave for we dumped 
them in like cordwood and buried one, 
in our ha.ste and fright, with his hand 
sticking from the shallow grave. 


"Once they brought a young boy down 
that valley of death. He could not have 
been more than eighteen. 
The night be- 
fore he had insiilte.d his commanding 


officer while drinking in one of the can- 
tin as in the Street of the Devil. 
He 
ha^l been given no trial, but marched 
out the next morning to die. 
The pal- 
lor of abject terror showed under his 
dark skin until he was the color of a 
frog's belly. 
He swaggered a little as 
he walked to the firing line in mock 
bravery. 


Shot to Death &s He Knelt. 


"But he was afraid. 
I could see that 
in the trembling underlip and the aw- 
ful look 
of terror 
in 
his 
eye«. 
A 
glimpse at the line of rifles aimed art 
him overcame him entirely. 
He crawled 
to the commander and begged for hifl 
life. 
He was too young to die, he Bob- 
bed. 
And he had not 
been to 
mase 
since he left Santa ilaria to follow the 
troops of General Villa. 
He did not 
know what he had done. He was drink- 
ing. 
And his mother. 
She would nerer 
know. 
She would wait for him so long 
in the little home in Santa Maria. 
For 
answer the officer ordered two of the 
guards to carry the boy back to the 
wall and he was shot as he crouched in 
a huddle of abject misery with his arms 
over his head as if he would shield his 
face from the bullets. 


"That was too much for me and I had 
to turn away. 
I discovered that scald- 
ing tears were trickling down my sun- 
buj-ned face. 
I was as gentle a^ I could 
be with that son of the poor olid mother 
who waited in Santa Maria. 
I even 
tried to say a prayer that my own moth- 
er had taught me as I trundled the poor 
limp body to its grave. 


"The next morning was Sunday for 
I heard the bells toll for mass 03 we 
marched out to the shambles at 
the 
comntery. 


"The victim of this Sunday morning 
execution was a colonel in the Garranza 
army who had been caught spying and 
sentenced to be shot the night before 


by the court martial. 
A full company 
escorted him down the hill to the grave- 
yard, the drums throbbing his 
death 
march as they came. 
Ho gave each of 
the firing squad a silver peso to insure 
them shooting him above the waist and 
requested that they shoot where he held 
his hand, which was squarely over his 
heart. 
He shook hands with the officer, 
sahited as his heels clicked together and 
announced: 'I am ready, gentlemen!' 


Died While Bride Begged. 


"They did not blindfold him. 
They 
never do. 
He faced the squad without 
a quiver of his thin lips and only in- 
haled deeply of his last cigaret. 
Just 
as the saber glistened in the morning 
sunlight a black-shawled figure darted 
from a thicket of cactus beside the ceme- 
tery wall and a yoimg bride was on 
her knees to the officer to spare him. 
She was led aside and actually saw her 
own husband shot before her eyes! 


"We had finished digging the grave. I 
had lifted the colonel's body from the 
barrow and into the 
g r a v e — a l w a y s 
turned them face down so I would not 
throw clods in their faces. 
Just as I 
had completed filling the grave the wom- 
an staggered to my side and fell on the 
grave, kissing the dirt that separated 
brido and bridegroom. 
I promised the 
gtiard my breakfast if he would take me 
away before she saw me and we left 
her there weeping her heart away on 
the newly made grave of her hopes.

"It was the longest month 
I have 
ever lived. 
Look at the gray in my 
hair. And I am not yet twenty-five. 1 
would have gone mail had they made me 
witness another month of these execu- 
tions. 
I could stand the shooting and 
even the 
burials. 
But 
those 
awful 
glassy eyes staring at me. 
I can see 
them in my sleep and I always •will aft- 
er that month of living hell."

Mexico^ Dies an Exile in French Capital 


End domes at 85 Years to 
Noted 
Mexican 
Who 
Ruled His Land Thirty- 
Five Years and Gave Way 
Before Madero Revolu- 
tion That Marked Begin- 
ning of Mexico's Present 
Troubles. 


Paris, Jvily 3.—Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz, 
former president of Jiexico, died here 
yesterday. 
He was eighty-five yeara 
old. 


General Diaz's wife. Señora Carmen 
Romero Rubio Diaz, and their son, Por- 
firio Dtaz, Jr., and the latter'3 wife. 
Were at the bedside when the end carac. 


The letter with which Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz announced, on May 25, 1911, his 
resignation from the presidency of Mex- 
ico after havmg been master of 
the 
country for thirty-five years, gives in 
his own words an interesting glimpse 
of his remarkable career. 
It reads: 
' 


"Sir: «"he Mexican people who gen- 
erously have covered ine with honors, 
"Who proclaimed me as their leader dur- 
ing the international war, who patrioti- 
cally assisted me in all Avorks under- 
taken to develop industry and the com- 
merce of the republic, establish its cred- 
it, gain for it the respcct of the world 
and obtain for it an honorable position 
in the concert of nations—that same 
people, sir, have revolted in armed mili- 
tary bands, stating that my presence 
in the exercises of the supreme execu- 
tive power is the cause of this insur- 
rection. 


"I do not know of any fact imputable 
to me which would have caused this so- 
cial phenomenon, but permitting, though 
not admitting, that I may be unwitting- 
ly culpable, such a possibility makes 
me the least able to reason out and de- 
ride my 
own culpability. 
Therefore, 
i-especting as I have always respected 
the will of the people, and in accord- 
ance with article 82 with the federal 
constitution, I come before the supreme 
tepresentatives of the nation in order 
to resign, unreservedly, the 
office of 
constitutional president of the republic 
With which the national vote honored 
me, which I do with the more reason 
lince, in order to continue in office, it 
Would be necessary to shed 
Mexican 
blood, 
endangering the credit of 
the 
Bountry, dissipating its wealth, exhaust- 
{ng its resources and exposing its pol- 
;y to international 
complications. 


"I hope, gentlemen, that when 
the 
passions which are inYierent to all revo- 
Wions have been calmed, a more con- 
Bciencious and just study will bring out 
in the national mind, a correct judg- 
ment, which, when I die, I may carry 
graven on my soul as a just estimate of 
the life which I have devoted and will 
devote to ray countrymen." 


The revolution led by Gen. Francisco 
I. ll^Iadero, Jr., had brought about the 
aged »president's reported pledge early 
in 1911 to resign his office in a bargain 
for peace, but on I^Iay 24 
tbo day on 
which the resignation was expected, it 
was not forthcoming. 
Riot.s occurred 
that day in Mexico City, during which 
many persons were killed. The national 
palace was stoned by mobs shouting, 
"\Viva Madero!" and 
demanding 
to 
know why Diaz did not resign. 
The 
next day he read his letter of resigna- 
tion to the chamber of deputies. 
A 
large majority voted 
aye; the 
other 
legislators rose and bowed 
their 
af- 
firmation 
as their names were called. 


The minister of foreign affair.s, Fran- 
cisco Leon de la Barra, was immediately 
chosen provisional president and Diaz, 
of whom for thirty years all ^fexico 
had stood in awe, left the capital, se- 
cretly the next day, to embark at Vera 
CJruz for Europe. 
Since then he had 
lired virtually an exile in Paris and 
other European cities, a silent observer 
of still more troublesome times in the 
land he had long ruled. 


The views General Diaz held of these 
irabsequent happenings were reporte«! 
mainly by rumor. 
He authorized but 
few interviews, and those in the main 
were those of an old man grieved over 
bis own misfortunes and those of Mexi- 
co. He longed to see peace re-establish- 
ed, and was often quoted as having urg- 
ed the now former President Huerta to 
qnlt to prevent a foreign war. 
He was

repeatedly reported on the point of re- 
turning to ^léxico, but he denied that 
he ever would, unless Mexico was drawn 
into war with the United States, 
or 
unless it was for him to die in his na- 
tive land. 


General Diaz was born in 1830. 
His 
family Avas of old Spanish stock with 
an infusion of Indian blood. 
Left fath- 
erless at the age of three, ho was edu- 
cated at the expense of the Bishop of 
Caxaca with the intention of becoming 
a priest, but he eventually turned to 
law and then at the outbreak of the 
war with the United States turned to 
a military .career. 
He served through- 
out that struggle in a militia company 
which he helped organize, 
and after 
peace was declared he made a special 
study of military science. 
Tie and one 
other were the only two in the coun- 
try who dared openly oppose the coin- 
tinuation of Santa Anna's dictatorship. 


His execution was ordered, but he es- 
caped and joined Herrera's revolt. 
He 
speedily made a reputation as a soldier, 
and as' a brigadier general he was the 
chief thorn in the side of the French 
forces, when, taking advantage of the 
civil war in the United States, they at- 
tempted to place Archduke Maximilian 
of Austria on the throne of a Mexican 
empire. 
Diaz harrassed the enemy con- 
stantly, and in June, 1867, 
captured 
Mexico City with his forces. 
On the 
re-establishment of the republic he was 
unsuccessful as a candidate for presi- 
dent, but in 1877 he was elected to fill 
the unexpired term of the fugitive presi- 
dent, Lerdo. 
His last and eighth elec- 
tion was in July, 1910. 


To Diaz was given credit for 
the ad- 
vance of Mexico to the status of a sta- 
ble, progressive and prosperous govern- 
ment, although the autocratic methods 
he employed were widely criticised. 


DIAZ FUNERAL OF 


Quiet Ceremony for Former 
Mexican President Dead 
in Paris. 


Paris, July 3.—(11:50 a. m.)--Mem- 
bers of the family of Gen. Porfirio Diaz 
have not yet detersnined what arrange- 
ments will be made for the funeral of 
the late president of Mexico rxcept that 
they will be of simple character, in kéop- 
ing with his quiet life in Paris. 
The 
former president died last night as the 
result of a complication of diseases due 
to advanced ago. 
Gon. Diaz during his 
four years residence in Paris made few 
acquaintances among thi' French people. 
He received a good 
many 
?iloxican.«, 
especially when he first came to France. 


He ahvays was absorbed in the news 
from 
Mexico, 
but became 
more 
and 
more distressed by the disorders there 
as his friends by letter and in person 
gave him pessimistic accounts of the con- 
ditions and the destruction bf his insti- 
tutions. 
It does not appear that Gen. 
Diaz ever regretted his resignation from 
the presidency of Mexico after thirty 
years of rule nor ithat he felt inclined 
to return nor missed his loss of power. 
Nothing that ho told his friends would 
indicate it. 


Only once so far as known did the 
general endeavor directly 
to 
influence 


Mexican affairs. 
That Avas when he al- 
lowed two of his friends to use his name 
in 
recommending 
to 
Gen. 
Victoriano 
Huerta when the latter Avas provisional 
president of the republic that he yield 
lo tlie desires of President Wilson and 
resign.

Cleveland 
were 
playing a hard 
fought gsone. 
A pennant hinged 
on the 
result. 
Victory 
for 
the 
Browns and the Naps were out of 
it; victory for the Naps and the 
flag was assured. 


For nine and a half long innings 
the contest had battled back and 
forth. 
No game in the American 
league that year had been featured 
with flashier fielding, greater pitch- 
ing or more nerve-racking tension 
on the part of the players. 
Spec- 
tators, gripping their seats most of 
the time, yelling themselves madly 
hoarse the rest, hnng breathlessly 
on the result of every pitched and 
batted ball. 


Cleveland came to bat. 
By the 
time two men were out, there were 
two on the sacks. A hit meant the 
runs that meant victory and victory 
meant a share in the world's series 
and possibly the highest 
honors 
which baseball has to offer. 


Could there have been any great- 
er setting when Nap Lajoie, then 
the greatest of all sluggers and idol 
of the American league, came to 
bat? If there 
could, 
we 
cannot 
imagine it. . 


Lajoie waited. 
Then he 
picked 
out a good one. 
Crash of bat on 
horse hide reverberated 
through 
the stands. 
The white pill flashed 
through the pitcher's box 
on a 
straight line over second base. The 
Cleveland runners started for the 
plate and victory. 
Cleveland fans 
rose in their seats and made pan- 
demonium a mild term. 


There was a streak of 
Brown- 
clad legs speeding from short in 
the direction of second. Not a root- 
er in that vast throng had even the 
slightest idea that the fielder could 
touch, let alone field the ball. There 
was a scoop, a left-handed one, a 
quick change of ball from left hand 
to right without stopping the won- 
flerful burst of speed, a toss with- 
out looking, and Lajoie was out by 
Inches at first.

moment and then gave vent to one 
mighty cheering ovation for Bobby 
Wallace, grandest then of all short 
stops. 


Wallace by that play gave won- 
derful evidence of the honesty of 
baseball.

and pals. 
St. Louis had been put 
out of the pennant hunt. The drive

The release unconditionally 
of 
Bobby Wallace was another of the 
pathetic results of the baseball war, 
coupled with 
poor 
financial 
and 
business 
conditions

have 
forced owners all over the land in- 
to a policy of retrenchment. There 
is no doubt but that in normal base- 
ball times Col. Robert L. Hedges 
of the Browns would have kept his 
veteran until he could have found 
a place for him as an umpire or a 
manager in a good minor 
league 
town. 
But the Browns \^er6 draw- 
ing less than an average of .1,200 
persons a day; rain had 
caused 
many postponements and the Fed- 
eral league, too, had cut into the re- 
ceipts. 
Hedges could not let any 
of the youngsters go. 
With 
his 
team^ going badly he had to keep 
all the promising young talent he 
could. 
So the blow fell on Wallace 
and the "Grand Little Man" of base- 
ball parsed as an idol of American 
teague fans. 


For Wallace 
was the 
idol 
of 
American league fans, sharing even 
in his waning days the honors with 
i;y Cobb and Jackson and Collins 
it^d younger men who had supplant- 
ed him as a star. In fact, the foot- 
hold of the American league in St. 
Louis was gained by Bobby Wal- 
lace.

He worked as a 
pitcher until 1898 with indifferent 
success and then in that year, with 
the decline of Jim McGarr, he was 
shifted in an emergency to third 
base. 


It was a change that was destined 
to give to the game 
one 
of 
its 
greatest infielders and one of its 
smartest ball players. 
He at once 
created a sensation and was regard- 
ed as a worthy rival of no less a 
person than the famed Jimmy Col- 
lins then and now considered to 
be the greatest player at the hot 
corner the game has ever seen. Col- 
lins then was at the height of his 
career but Wallace ran him a hard 
race for the honors of baseball. 


In 1899 the Cleveland team was 
moved to St. Louis and became the 
Cardinals. 
Wallace played 
third 
base until June 1 of that year when 
the collapse of Ed McKean forced 
him to short. 
He never left 
the 
position in which for many years 
he was in a class by hinpelf as a 
fielder, not even excepting the great 
Hans Wagner. 
He became, in the 
opinion of the majority of experts, 
the very greatest shortstop the game 
has ever known. 


He was wonderful as a 
ground 
coverer and was probably 
most 
noted for the very play by which he 
beat Cleveland out of the flag in 1908 
—getting a ground ball over second 
base. 


Wallace was a .300 hitter until 
he was hit by a pitched ball 
by 
Chick Frazer and almost killed in 


1898. 
Thereafter he hit well but 
not so heavily as before. 
He had 
a tendency to pull the ball to right 
field and probably was the most 
consistent right field hitter in the

The arm which made 
Wallace 
famous for "shooting 'em over to 
first" was a marvelous one. It never 
weakened or grew slow. Even this 
season, the old boy, slower on his 
legs than in years gone by, still 
"packed a rifle up his arm" and 
made lightning pegs to 
first. 
He 
was a deadly accurate thrower and 
would not make two bad pegs a sea- 
son. He never needed any prepara- 
tory training but would go out in 
the spring, throw two or three balls^ 
across the diamond and announce 
that he was ready for a season's 
work. 


As a' player. Bobby had but one 


shortcoming—he 
was 
'ast 


man on the bags. The i. 
iiad 


to "hit Bobby around" when ne got 
on and his attempts to steal were 
the delight of even poor pegging 
catchers. 


During the five years from 1903 
to 1908, Wallace enjoyed what was 
then coiisidorccl ilic most lucrative 
salary ever drawn by a player in 
the then history of the game. 
He 
got $G.500 merely for playing short- 
stop and after that he was given 
another contract for $5,000 a year 
which he was receiving until 
he 
was released. 
He 
managed 
the 
team in 1911 and 1912 and received 
extra compensation for that. 
In 
his 14 seasons with the Browns, he 
has drawn more than $75,000 in 
salary.

Wallace was born in Franklin, 
Pa., Nov. 4, 1874. He married a St. 
Louis girl. Miss June 
Mann, In 
1907 and since his marriage 
has 
lived in St. Louis. 


Like Wagner, Wallace is of the 
retiring type.

COOKER 


Home Made Mo- 
del Gives Good 
Results. 


BY EDNA EGAN. 
VERY one knows the value of 
a flrelcss cooker is threefold. 


First, the 
saving of fuel, 
•w^hich, is. economy; 
second 
less heat in the kitchen, which means 
comfort to the one who has the cook- 
ing to do, and, thirds the improved fla- 
vor of nearly 
every 
article of food 
which is cooked in that way. 


The slow moderate heat brings out 
the richness of flavor and, in the case 
of tough meats, renders them tender 
and palatable. 


One 
woman 
purchased 
a wooden 
candy pail, such as almost any grocer 
or 
confectioner will 
furnish for 5 
cents, and a sheet of asbestos paper 
for 15 cents. 
Line the pail, bottom 
and sides, with this asbestor paper, 
using small tacks to hold it in place. 


Mineral wool (asbestos) is use<l for 
the lining, making a cylinder of the 
asbestos paper about nine inchos in 
diameter to support the sides, which 
left about a two-inch space to be filled 
*vith this mineral wool lining. 


Pack it in carefully, so as to îeave 
no air spaces, making the top îayer 
of crumpled newspaper to keep the 
wool from flying about. 


A circular piece of the asbestor pa- 
per at the bottom of the cylinder com- 
pletes the receptacle. 


Then 
place a flat plate of granite 
Iron at the bottom of the cylinder to 
catch any 
drops 
of water or liquid 
Xi^hich might accidentally spill in plac- 
ing in or removing food. 


Make two pads, one to cover th.^ en- 
Ure top of the pail and one to fit in the 
, cylinder, the latter to be used only 
When one dish alone was cooking. 


These pads were made of the min- 
eral .wool, a fiîCfd lieavy cardboard, 
and all covered v.-ith stout clotn. 


The mineral 
wool 
costs about 5 
cents a pound, and you use something " 
less than flve pounds for this cooker. 


It is important that tho vessel in 
which the food is to be cooked should 
nearly fit the space inside the cooker 
and that it should have a tight cover. 


An agateware or even a tin pail with 
close fitting cover will serve the pur- 
pose well. 


Two or three different articles can 
be 
cooked 
at the 
same time, 
if in 
Bmallcr qnaniitics. 


Prepare '.ho fo^cl f-ir cooking accord- 
ing to the rocip. ill V.P?; nlnr^f in the 
cooking 
pail, covr-r 
wiai waior and 
cook long enour;h on oii oi' ihn stove 
to allov/ the beat to p^u'?trato tc the 
very center—from ten to i\ventj' min- 
utes: cover closely ar-i while it is yet 
boiling placo quickly 
in the aroics-s 
cooker and cover tightly. 


Leave for from four to six hours. 
It will then be hot enough to serve. 
Cereals prepared 
at night 
will 
be 
found 
in 
the 
morning 
thoroughly 
rooked 
and 
quite 
warm 
enough io 
ïerve. 


In the case of a ham, a tough fowl 
or a pot of baked beans. Always take 
out the pail after several hours, re- 
heat it to the boiling point, then re- 
pack it for another few hours. 


Also make a practice of placing the

half section of yo\ir stove griddle on 
the flame when heating tho food to the 
boiling point. thi;n place it in the bot- 
tom of the cj linder for the pail of food 
to rest upon. 


The ready made conkers use a piece 
of irrk-stone for tiiis purpose; you can 
use tho stove cover if you have no 
stone. 


As the whole function of the cook- 
er is to keep the food at the tempera- 
ture a,t Avhich it was put in the pail, it 
will keep cold fond, such as ice cream 
and milk, cold jusi. as well as it keeps 
hot food hot.

Coal Exports.

The United States, which produces i 
40 per cent of the world's coal, ex-* i 
ports annually 27,500,000 tons, or' 
about 5 per cent of the output of 
last year, the total 
export in tha i 
fiscal year being valued at $86,000,-''' 
000, or less than half the value of 
coal exports of the United Kingdom 
and slightly less than those of Ger-, 
many. 


Exports of domestic coal havtf 
doubled during the last decade, hav- 
ing increased 
from 8,482,867 long 
tons in 1904 to 19,664,080 tons in 
1914, the latter total being with ona 
exception (1913) the largest on rec- 
ord. 
In addition to exports con- 
signed to foreign countries, domestic 
coal laden on vessels engaged in 
foreign trade for use as fuel amoimt- 
ed in 1914 to 7,811,913 tons and ship- 
ments to Hawaii and Porto Rico ag- 
gregated 133,501 tons, making total 
shipments out of mainland of 143,- 
000 tons. (4) On the Gulf of Mexi- 
co, New Orleans, 14,000 tons and 
Mobile, ports 27,609,494, with an ag- 
gregate valuation of ?85,925,001. 


The leading ports in exportation 
of coal are:

Ohio points, with a total in 1914 of 
6,068,000 tons;

(3) On the Pacific coaat, 
Seattle and Tacoma, with a total of 
143,000 tons. 
(4) On the Gulf of 
Mexico, New Orleans. 14.000 tons» 
and Mobile, 8,000 tons; while Pen- 
sacola in recent months haa becom» 
an important handler of coal for ex- 
port, having shipped more than 8.300 
tons in the two months ended Octo^ 
her 31 last. 
New York

War Reduces Crime. 


The astounding decrease in crime 
in Paris since the outbreak of war Is 
attributed by Alfred Capus, in 
an 
editorial in the Figaro, not to the 
war itself but the atmosphere of mil- 
itary discipline 
which has imbued 
all the citizens since the beginning 
of hostilities. 


"There have not 
been," says 
"more than two or three really crim- 
inal, acts in the last five months. 


' 
. 
Even the 
Paris 
apaches 
have acted in moderation. 


"This cannot be attributed to the 
war alone, for I remember hearing 
a magistrate say at the beginning of 
the struggle: 
'Here in Paris, in the 
void caused 
by the 
mobilization, 
must be feared the growth of a mob 
of little apaches of from 14 to 16 
years, who 
will 
constitute one of 
the gravest dangers of the entire 
situation.' 


"The 
pessimism 
of this magis- 
trate has not been confirmed by ex- 
perience. 
Not a single young ban- 
dit has attempted 
to 
commit any 
startling crime, either of assassina- 
tion or of violence. 


,"This is because the criminal In- 
stinct, 
combined 
with 
the oppor- 
tunity, does 
not of itself 
produce 
crimc. There must also be a special 
atmosphere, created either by, for 
example, bravado, or by the litera- 
ture of the outer boulevards, and In 
which this instinct may flourish. 


"Then, at 
a given 
moment, the 
scattered 
electricity 
condenses In 
the individual who serves as the 
pole 
and 
the spark, 
which is the 
crime, jumps between him and so- 
ciety. 


"The war has, for the presetft 
suppressed in Paris the center 
in 
which the malefactor flourishes, and 
the social state which, by its effer- 
vescence and disorder, attracts this 
malefactor. Anarchy in high places 
provokes 
temptation 
in 
lower 
spheres.

church, 
the birthplaco of 
the greatest 
poets and

display place of some of the great- 
est art treasures of the Avorld and 
the location of many of the most 
Bplendid and beautiful buildings, is 
preparing itself for the attacks of 
the 
Austrian 
and 
German troops 
that may result in the destruction of 
some of the greatest paintings

Rome on its seven hills is guard- 
ing against aeroplane attacks night 
and day. 


By night great searchlights shine 
from the modern "Holy City" and 
pweep the air in search of hostile 
air raiders. 


By day Italian air fleets sail above 
It to guard against the approach of 
Zeppelins and biplanes. 


The Vatican, 
St. 
Peter's 
great 
cathedral and even Pope Benedict 
himself is in danger. Should a bomb 
fall on the roof of St. Peter's the 
grandest 
structure 
the 
world has 
known 
would 
be damaged 
while 
bombs falling in any other part of 
Rome would do irreparable damage. 


The King of Spain has offered one 
of his castles as a temporary head- 
quarters for the head of the Catho- 
lic church, but the Pope prefers to 
remain at the Vatican, confident that 
even were the German or Austrian 
troops to enter the city ihey would 
not force their way into the sacred 
Vatican 
or- 
pillage 
St. 
Peter's 
church. 
For years the grounds of 
the Vatican have been sacred and 
Italy does not feel that should it be 
invaded 
the 'German 
or Austrian 
troops 
would 
defy 
prcccdont and 
arouse the animosity of the whole 
Christian world by an attack on the 
Holy See. 


HEK AIÍT 
TREASURES. 


Among her art treasures in R'»nio 
are the v. o'/ks of Leouarfio Da Viuci, 
who flourished from 1452 U) ir.19. 
He was a great 
painter, 
scul])ior 
and 
architect 
a nd lived at I\li!an. 
His greatest work was "The Last 
Supper." 


Michael Angelo, 
who 
lived fiom 
1474 
to 15G4, was 
known 
as ihe 
greatest 
Italian 
painter, 
sculptor 
and architect. 
He was 
patronized 
at Florence by the reigning 
Medici 
and was the designer and superin- 
tendent of construction of St. Peter's 
Cathedral at Rome. 


Raphael, lived 1483 to 1520; an il- 
lustrious painter who flourished at 
Rome 
under 
the Pope Leo X. 
at 
Rome. 
He painted 
Madonnas and 
pacred 
pictures and 
decorated the 
valls of the Vatican. 


Correggio, lived 1494 to 1534, was 
e 
distinguished 
Italian 
painter 
known for his softness and tender- 
ness 
in 
painting. 
His "Penitent 
Magdalen," 
18 
inches 
square, 
brought $30,000. 


Titian, 1477 to 1576, was an em- 
inent 
Venetian 
painter 
and land- 
scape drawer. 


Many of the works of these great 
painters 
still 
are 
on display in 
llome. 


The present aeroplane attacks on 
Rome, however, are not the first that 
city has known since it was founded, 
according to mythology by Romulus 
and Remus. 
This tale is described 
as follows 
in history: 
"Amulius, 
who seized the throne of Alba Longa 
made his daughter Sylvia, become a 
vestal.virgin, but she married Mars, 
the god 
of war. 
Two twins, Ro- 
mulus and Remus were born of the 
union. 
Amulius 
ordered the two 
infants 
placed 
in 
a basket and 
drowned in the Tiber. 
The basket, 
however, floated to the foot of the 
Palatine Hill where a female wolf 
rescued the two children and gave 
tbem nourishment 
until they were 
Bble to care for themselves. 
Later 
they were told by the gods to estab- 
lish a city at the place of 
their 
rescue and thus Rome was founded, 
according to mytboiogy. 


BAIDED BT 
FOREIGN rOE. 


In the year 400 ^ 
C., Rome was 
entered by a foreign foe for the first 
time. 
The Gauls crossed the Tiber 
end advanced to the banks of the lit- 
tle river Allia, 11 miles from Rome. 
The Roman légends were warned 
and engaised the Gauls but lost. 
In 
»hit 
engagement 
'Hitme offered an 
ftrmy of 40,000 men against 70,000 of 
the Oauls. 
The Gallic army that 
Sht ftpi^red before the walls of 
%e, but* made no attaclc. 
About 


1,000 Romans 
under 
the 
valiant 
Marcus Manlius prepared for the de- 
fense of the- city while the inhab- 
itants fled to placcs of safety in the 
neighboring country. 
Eighty priests 
and 
senaLori 
resolved to stay and 
dressing 
themselves 
in their long 
robes of state awaited the coming of 
the barbarian forccs. 


On the second day after the bat- 
tle of Allia the Gauls entered the 
city and i s a death-like silence pre- 
vailed they believed the city desert- 
ed. However, they saw the senators 
seated 
in profound 
silence, as im-

movable 
as 
statues. 
One of the 
fraul;; ni(h^!y seized hold of the beard 
of I\îarc'us Papirius, one of the sena- 
tors. 
Tlif old man incensed at this 
indignity struck the barbarian with 
his ivory staff. 
The Gauls immedi- 
ately massacred 
all 
the 
senators, 
plundered the city and set it afire. 
All Rome with the exception of the 
Capitol 
and a few 
houses on the 
Palatine Hill was totally reduced to 
ashes. 


Marcus Manlius then took refuge 
with his garrison in the capitol. The 
Gauls attempted to ascend the steep 
cliff at night, but the Romans, ac- 
cording to legend, were aroused by 
the sacred geese in the Temple of 
June. 
Manlius seized one of the in- 
vaders and threw him at the others. 
The weight of his body took the oth- 
ers down below. 


While 
Manlius 
and 
Gaul 
King 
Brennus were resolving on a treaty, 
the Roman Patrician Camillus ar- 
rived at the gates with a large 
army. Learning Rome was about to 
give 
1,000 
pounds 
in gold to the 
Gauls, he ordered a battle in which 
the Gauls were defeated and driven 
away. 


The next noted invasion of Italy, 
one that is closely co-related v/ith 
the 
present 
struggle 
between the 
Italians and the 
Austrians in the 
Alps, was that of Hannibal the Car- 
thaginian in 218 B. C. Through the 
Alps Hannibal chose the Little St. 
Bernard pass, the highest and long- 
est of the routes, but the easiest for 
him to transport 
his baggage and 
stores. 


CKOSSIXG 
THE ALPS. 


It was almost winter when the 
difficult 
passage of the Alps was 
-undertaken, and the season vastly 
multiplied itâ horrors and difficul- 
ties. 
The 
tremendous height 
and 
steepness of the mountains capped 
with 
snow, 
that 
appeared to rest 
among the clouds; the mountaineers 
of fierce and barbarous aspect, pre- 
sented a scene that struck horror in 
the hearts of the invaders. 


Among the narrow 
defiles of the 
mountains the Gauls attacked the 
Carthaginian army with showers of 
stones 
and 
rolled 
great boulders 
down 
upon 
them 
from the preci- 
pices. 
An immense niunber of men, 
horses and elephants were lost be- 
fore Hannibal's army escaped these 
lierils. On the ninth day the Car- 
thaginian troops reached the summit 
of the Alps and there halted for. a 
two days' rest Here Hannibal's sol- 
diers were disheartened by a great 
fall of snow and by-the prospect, of 
additional 
difOculUes.

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leader pointed out to them the rich 
valley of the river Pobellow below 
them and a s s u r ^ them of the facil- 
ity with which Italy might be con- 
quered. 
The. spirit. of the troops 
was renewed and the further march 
into Italy was resumed.

But the difficulties in the way of 
Hannibal's 
army 
now 
increased. 
The newly-fallen snow had covered 
up the patch so that the soldiers lost 
their way and vast, numbers of them 
fell down 
the precipice 
and .were 
killed. 
At length 
they discovered 
their, march obstructed by. a massive 
rQck._alnu>st jt>en>endicular. 
which. 


shelved down a depth of 1,000 feet 
There the troops pitched their camps 
in the deep snow. 


Tho next day they began the work 
of 
cutting a passage 
through this 
rock. 
They effected this by making 
largo fires of wood on the rock un- 
til it was heated red hot and then 
quenching it with vinegar. 
In this 
manner 
the huge 
rock was split 
into fragments and a passage was 
opened 
through which 
Hannibal's 
entire 
army 
passed 
and 
finally 
reached 
the 
open 
country on the 
south side of the mountains. 
Han- 
nibal's passage of the Alps occupied 
16 days in the years 218 B. C. 
The 
Austrian and German forces today 
are Hiding such' difflculties that' tlui 
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natural b^irrier of the Alps presents 
is in Italy's favor. 


Having mustered his forces after 
crossing the Alps, Hannibal discov- 
ered he had lost one-half of his 59.- 
000 troops. Whatever his faults may 
have been his passage of the Alps in 
the face of insurmountable difficul- 
ties proved him to be the greatest 
general that ever lived, according to 
historians. 


The Insubrlan 
Gauls 
welcomed 
Hannibal as a deliverer and took' ad- 
vantage of the opportunity thus of- 
forded to liberate themselves from 
the rule of the Romans. 


When intelligence of 
HannibaVs 
invasion reached Rome, the Consul 
Publuss Coraellua Scislo * was aéat 
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with an army against tho invaders. 


Hannibal advanced against Scipio 
and defeated and routed his army on 
the banks of the river Ticinus with 
heavy 
loss, 
Scipio 
himself being 
wounded. 
The 
Consul 
Tiberius 
Scmpronlus was now recalled from 
Sicily and sent with another Roman 
army against Hannibal. The armies 
of Scipio and Sempronius were both 
united 
and 
Sempronius 
assumed 
command of 
the whole, 
as Scfpio 
was 
disabled 
on account of 
his 
wound. 
The next great battle was 
fought on the 
banks of the 
river 
Trebia 
in 
December 
of the same 
year. 


The crafty Crathaginian i leader... 
well aware of the imp«tuoiity of tb« 
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Romans, sent a detachment of 1.000 
cavalry each trooper (arrying a foot 
soldier behind him to cross the Tre- 
bia and ravage the coimtry. As Han- 
nibal had torseen and desired this 
devastation provoked the Romans to 
battle. 
Tho Carthaginians, pretend- 
ing a panic, iled hastily to the rlT- 
er the Romans pursuing them across 
the stream, which was swollen by a 
heavy 
rain. 
It was a cold winter 
morning and the Romans had been 
aroused fi'om their sleep to fight at 
the first alarm without taking their 
breakfast. 
When they had waded 
across the river and had become be- 
numbed by the intense coldness of 
the water they were suddenly at- 
tacked by 
the whole 
Carthaginian 
army, drawn up and ready to receive 
them. 
The Romans, chilled, hungiy 
and fatigued, were unable lo main- 
tain their ground against Hannibal's 
fresh 
troops and 
were completely 
routed. 
The defeated Romans lost 
26,000 men, killed or drowned in tho 
Trebia. 
Only 10,000 
Romans sur- 
vived. These finding themselves sur- 
rounded on all sides, broke through 
tho enemy's ranks and after fight- 
ing desperately in their retreat final- 
ly succeeded in finding shelter in the 
city of Placentia. 


Hannibal won other great victories 
but delayed so long in his march to 
Rome that he was defeated and final- 
ly driven from Italy. 


Such difficulties that he encount- 
ered must be overcome by the Aus- 
trian and 
German 
armies befors 
they can reach Rome. 


Tell trouble to chase itself and 
ten to one it will be obliging enough 
to do so—probably in order to en- 
Joy the discomfiture of your I-toldp 
Tou-so friends.

*'He that being often reproved 
and 
hardeneth his neck shall suddenly be 
destroyed and that without remedy." 


The bare announcement of this text 
is euoi^h to bring every one of us to 
our feet with this question: "Unto whom 
does God speak in those fearful Avords? 
Unto whom does Ged address Himself 
in that fearful l a n ^ a g e ? " 
There are 
in this audience hundreds of people who 
ought to remain standing and announce 
another fact, and that is, "Surely God 
means me, for I have been often warn- 
ed, I have often been reproved 
and 
have often heard His Word. 
Surely He 
irieans me." 
I announce strictly a fact 
when I say there have been more sud- 
den deaths in the last twelve months of 
this world's history than any year since 
the evening and the morning of the first 
day of this world's life. 
More men in 
the last twelve months have suddenly 
gone into the presence of God than in 
any twelv« months in all the world's 
history. 
You hardly pick up a leading 
daily newspaper in the United States 
t h a t there is not from fifty to 5,000 per- 
sons that have been swept away sud- 
denly and have come into the presence 
of God. 
By earthquake, by 
fire, 
by 
tidal waves, by accidents on railroads, 
by storms at sea, by apoplexy, by pa- 
ralysis, by heart failure; day b;f day 
the register has gone way up; and, mark 
my words, just as God gives the warn- 
ing to men so is that proportion of sud- 
den death multiplied in all the earth. 
More men have hardened their hearts 
and more men have been swept into the 
presence of God, and as you hear 
me 
tonight I shall rccall illustrations 
of 
these fearful facts that lie back in my 
brain and which have 
been 
gathered 
from all parts of the country. 


I want to say to you that 
T have 
preached to tljousands and tens of thou- 
sands of people who have been swept 
suddenly and awfully into the presence 
of God soon after my voice died out in 
their ears. 
I Avas preaching at the mem- 
orable meeting at Nashville. Tenn., some 
years ago. On the second Tuesday night 
Captain Ryan, a man Avho oAvned all 
the steambnata along the river, came 
forward and asked to 
be prayed for. 
Shortly one of tlie pastors Avalked up 
to my side and said. "Mr. Jones, that 
man. Captain Ryan, is the most Avicked 
man in this city and a A^ery great sin- 
ner." That night Captain Ryan Avas con- 
verted, and he walked up to me after 
the service and said, "I Avant you to 
come to my house and I want you to see 
my Avife and children." 
I answered, "I 
cannot come before a certain date." He 
iaid, "I Avill come for you on that day." 
Dn the morning of the day arranged he 
Was at tlie service, and after the serv- 
ici \vr got into a buggy and rode up To 
splendK! home. 
^\Tien Ave got out 
if the liiipfry he introduced me to the 
rni'Nor o»' litc city and three of the cap- 
ft 'Miats Avhich he. himself, oAvn- 
•'il.also to laAvyers and other influen- 
i;il nifn (i! NashA'ille. 
T'respjitl^ Mr. Ryan's Avife Avalked in 
and r wn-^ intrr'-lnced to her, and after 
a f<'\v TnoDicnts of conversation, she said, 
"Vow. ¿liltIcnieii, dinner is ready." As 


(' r r o s s i t h e hall into the large <lin- 
ing rn.'ini tho r-aptain took my arm. "Mr. 
' 
íohoí;." 1)0 said, "not one of those four 
Tnon RiT roligious and J want the last 
ono iif tlii^in brought to Clirist." 
He 
]iiit mo nt tho head of the table. 
Tlie 
mayor of the city sat directly on my 
right and at his side Avas one of 
the 
captains. 
Immediately on the left side 
were tho other tAvo captains—four great, 
big, stahvart men. 
I 
addressed 
my 
conA'ersation right to those four men, 
pressing Christianity and the question 
of religion on them Avith all the force 
I could, incidentally 
mentioning 
the 
fact that Avithin tAvelve months there 
would be sudden deaths among 
those 
Bitting at tho table. 


After the meal Avas over Ave parted 
and not one of the four men were Chris- 
tians or came to the meetings. 
I had 
not been away from Nashville 
three 
months until the steamboat captain Avho 
sat next to the mayor on my right- 
hand side Avalked up to his liome 
one 
day and wlien his feet struck the front 


porch of his home he foil Avith a heavy 
thud and Avas dead Avhen his Avife and 
children reached him. Not three months 
more had passed when the man Avho 
sat on my left, just as he stepped onto 
his boat and as the boat started to move 
off, fell on his face and never spoke an- 
Xother Avord. Not tAvo months more had 
passed Avhen Captain Ryan sent me a 
paper from Nashville in Avhich 1 noticed 
that 
the 
steamship 
captain 
Avho sat 
second to my left Avent suddenly into 
the presence of God. 
A few days later 
I saAv Avhere the mayor of tho city had 
been out hunting and Avhen lokdiiig his 
gun the gun Avent off, putting tho whole 
load of shot into his head. 
TTe fell for- 
Avard 
and 
neA'er 
breathed 
another 
breath; and before I had boon 
away 
from that toAvn tAvelve months 
those 
four stahvart men had all been sudden- 
ly called into the presence of (iod.

I Avas preaching at a Tennessee camp 
meeting a feAV years ago and Ave Avcre 
having great croAvds there. 
On a cer- 
tain day a young men who had boon in 
the back of the tent standing up Avhilo 
I Avas preaching 
(and 1 Avas 'saying 
things" that night) turned on Jiis font 
Avith an oath on his lips and said, "I 
haA'e had enough of that." 
He Avont out 
and Avent toAvards the railroad station. 
There Avas a freight train passing 
at 
the time Avhich Avas going about eight 
or ten miles an hour. 
That yo\ing ntan 
grabbed at the side irons on the side 
of the train, lost his grip and rolled 
under the Avheels and Avas in the prea- 
ence of God almost before I Avas done 
speaking. 


I was preaching at Gainesville, Miss., 
some three or four 3'cars ago. 
Thoro 
Avere only a feAV d a j s left in tho meet- 
ing and I said to the men Avho Avero 
helping: "Let us all get doAvn to Avork." 
Next morning Pastor BroAvn came up to 
me and said that he had passed two sa- 
loon-keepers on the street that morning 
as he was coming doAvn and had asked 
them to close up their saloons and come 
down and hear Sam Jones. 
They said, 
"Does Jones think that Ave can close up 
oiir business and go doAvn to hoar 
a 
man like him talk?" 
I mentioned this 
incident in the meeting and said that 
two saloon-keepers of 
that town had 
cursed on the street ^nd said they could 
not close up their places of business to 
hear the Word of God. 
I said. "I have 
seen doors closed Avith black crepe tiod 
on the door knob; they had better look 
out." 


The next morning T left Gainesville 
one of the saloon-keepers who had said 
this came doAvntoAvn in tho early morn- 
ing to open his saloon, and just as ho 
unlocked the door and ])ushod it open 
he fell in the doorAvay and lay 
thoro 
dead Avhen the 
first 
¡)olironiaii 
came 
around on his beat that morning. Dead 
before his Avifo and children could say 
"Good-bye!" 
]\Ir. BroAvn sent me 
a 
marked copy of the paper a few days 
later Avhich said that the other saloon- | 
keeper Avent up to his home and foil on 
the floor as he Avas going in and Avas 
dead AA'hen his wife got to him. 
There 
Avas black crojio on the doors of those 
two saloons, and, mark my words, thor(? 
are men in this town tliat aro cursing 
the meeting and cursing on the street, 
Avho Will be suddenly struck down. 
I 
am not a prophet, 
nor 
tho son 
of a 
prophet, but you Avill havo deaths in 
this town that Avill star/,le it before 
the last daA' of this vorv month. ]\Iaik 
that! 
God hath 
said it. 
There 
aro 
people in this town that are 
turning 
against Go<l and despising His morcj^ 
some of them in tho last sixty days of 
their lives, and every time jou 
turn 
your back on God and Avalk ofi" from 
His mercy you are refusing tho greatest 
offer that a man can ever have.

cure; but "Avithout remedy." 
The sad- 
dest hour that I ever saAv AA'as after ten 
weeks of suffering and hard Avork, Avhen 
my Avife Avas very sick. 
That night the 
doctor came to me and said, 
"I 
noAV 
break to you the saddest ncAvs that ever 
fell on human ears. 
You Avife cannot 
live." 
J looked at the doctor and said: 
"Doctor, do you mean it?"

are useless." 
I Avent into the 
upper 
chamber of my home 
and turned my 
face toward God and said, "O, Lord Je-

and he stepped forth and dreAv the nap- 
kin from his jaAvs and the grave clothes 
off him and ivalked home with his sis- 
ters; keep the Avords that you spoke 
that day and spare my Avife."

Early Recognition of Typhoid Fever 
is Important 


TYPHOID SIGNS, 


For purposes of prevention as well as 
cure it is important to recognize 
the 
existence 
of 
ty- 
phoid fever in an 
individual or in 
a 
community as early 
as possible. 


The symptoms of 
typhoid fever, like 
those of other in- 
fectious 
diseases, 
are not the 
same 
in all persons. 
Typical cases are often 
encountered in epidemics. 


There are all shades of seA-erity, from 
the extremely toxic and fatal cases to 
those in which the patient thinks he 
is suffering merely from a slight "indis- 
position" or "bilious attack," is able to 
keep about his Avork and perhaps never 
calls in a physician. 


E\»€n in severe cases some one 
or 
more of the usual symptoms of typhoid 
fcA-er, such as initial 
headache, 
rose 
spots oA'er the body, characteristic fever 
curve, or enlarged spleen may be lack- 
ing, or the disease may present an im- 
usual and confusing symptomatologyy 
so that early diagnosis is uncertain or 
impossible. 


It is less than a hundred years since 
typhoid fever began to be distinguished 
by phyysicians from other 
" S I O A V " 
or 
"continued" fevers, and there is still a 
measure of uncertainty in some cases 
in Avhich physicians haA'e'" to base their 
diagnosis on "symptoms" 
alone, 
and 
haA'e not the aid which comes from the 
laboratory tests. 


Infection Avith the typhoid 
bacillus 
may be mistaken for malaria or for in- 
fections Avith other bacteria, such 
as 
the tubercle bacillus. 


From the point of view of preA-ention 
it is highly important that diagnosis of 
typhoid fever be made as early and as 
accurately as possible in 
order 
that 
suitable means shall be taken to pre- 
vent further dissemination of the ty- 
phoid germs from the sick person. 


At present the physician can 
avail 
himself of tAvo A-aluable diagnostic pro- 
cedures in addition to a study of the 
symptoms. 
One of these is examination 
of the blood by means of cultures. 
The 
tAphoid germ is present in the circulat- 
ing blood early in the course of the dis- 
ease. so that from twenty to forty drops 
of blood, drawn from the ear or finger 
or, better, from a vein in the arm by 
means of a sterile syringe and subjected 
to expert germ cultivation and examina- 
tion, will reveal the presence of the ty- 
phoid germ usually in the first week of 
the disease. 


If tJie blood is examined later than 
the first week or ten days, even in pro- 
nounced cases the germs may not be 
found. 


WTien the typhoid germ is actually 
obtained from the blood in this Avay 
there can be no further doubt as to the 
presence of typhoid fever.

THE SICK ROOM. 


The room selected for the sick should 
be largo, easily Aentilated, and as far 
from the living and sleeping rooms of 
other members of the family as it is 
practicable to haAe it. 


All ocnamenta, carpets, drapery and 
articles not absolutely needed in the 
room should be remoA-ed. 
A free circu- 
lation of air from Avithout should be 
admitted both by day and night. 


Place the bed as neariA' in the middle 
of the room as possible, but care should 
be taken to keep the patient out of 
drafts. 


If the room connects Avith 
others 
Avhich must be occupied lock all but one 
door for entrance and exit to the sick 
room. 


If the disease is a contagious one no 
inmate of the house should venture into 
any public conveyance or gathering of 


people during the continuance 
of the 
disease. 


Nurses and attendants 
should 
keep 
themselves and the patient as clean as 
possible and their hands 
should 
b® 
Av ashed frequently in a disinfectant' so- 
lution. 


Domestic animals—dogs and 
cats— 
should not be alloAved to enter the room 
of the patient. 


Knives, forks, spoons, glasses, cups, 
saucers, napkins—in 
fact, all 
articles 
used by the patient—should 
be 
im- 
mersed in a disinfectant solution 
be- 
fore being removed from the room, and 
Avashed and kept separately from the 
family .dishes. 


Dust and dirt should be removed from 
the room by a cloth dampened with the 
disinfectant solution, as dusting 
and 
sweeping are objectionable. 


As an enemy of mankind, the house- 
fl}% or typhoid fly—carrier of d i s e a s e - 
is the most dangerous animal that ex- 
ists. 
It has carried death to more hu- 
man beings than have all the beasts of 
prey and poisonous reptiles 
put 
to- 
gether. .

DECORATIVE FOLIAGE PLANTS 


Thej^ lAre Easy to Grow and Add a Great Deal to the 
Beauty of Farm and City «Grrounds. 


By H. Z31ICHSEN. 


One class of plants that Is unde- 
servedly neglected In farm 
gardens 
comprises the many ornamental foll- 
a.ge plants that are planted for dec- 
orative effect. 


One encounters many more of these 
in the city than In the country, but 
there is no reason why they should

not be Just as plentiful In the latter. 
What can be grown in one, is as eas- 
llj' grown in the other, and what beau- 
tifies the one garden will prove as 
murh of an ornament to the other, if 
a little taste is utilized. 


A very pretty bed, for Instance, can 
be arranged by placing a group of 
Ricinus or cator-oil bean plants in 
the center of a ring of cannas. 
Both 
of these plants are easily raised, but 
since the Ricinus is of 
rather 
slow 
growth. It is best to start it in the 
house sometime In March, to trans- 
plant to the open ground as soon as 
the danger from late frosts is over. 


It can be raised from seeds, and as 
these are in?,xpenslve, they are with- 
in the reach of everyone. 
It is stately 
In 
?rnwth, and with its picturesque 
foUa^f. prAr]u es a striking sub-trop- 
Iral pffi^ri. 
In height it ranges from 
'five :o fifte-pri feet. 


art different kinds of castor- 
oil npan niants, but in grouping them, 
one ehoulil not fall into the error of 
putting the different varieties into one 
place. 
It will produce a far better 
effect, a.^ a rule, to confine oneself to 
one kind only. 


In thi.s respect even'thing depends 
upon Th'^ effect one desires to produce. 
If beautifu', gigantic foliage Is want- 
ed, Ricinus Philippiensis, as its name 
indicates, a variety from the Philip- 
pine Islands, will answer. 
Ricinus 
Sanguineus derives its name from the 


blood-red stalks and clusters of red 
fruit that characterlae it. 


Cambedgiensis is an African varie- 
ty, and curiously 
enough 
its 
main 
stem and leaf-stalks are jet-black In 
color. 
The leaves are large, regularly 
divided, and richly colored. 
As the 
plant Increases In size, the foliage as- 
sume« different shades. 
Because of 
this reason, very striking effects may 
be produced by planting this castor- 
oil bean In groups. 


But the Zanzlbarlensis, another va- 
riety from far-off Africa, surpasses 
all others. 
The plants attain great di- 
mensions, presenting a splendid 
as- 
pect with their gigantic leaves. 
The 
different varieties have light and dark 
green leaves, and some of coppery- 
bronze, changing to dark green, with 
reddish ribs. 


For contrast, place Ricinus Borbon- 
iensls, with its vivid 
green 
foliage, 
growing to a height of fifteen feet, 
in the rear, and Ricinus Gibsoni, with 
its deep-red foliage, that only attains a 
height of five feet, in front of it. 
One 
with innate taste will have no diffi- 
culty In arranging the plants In such 
a way that they will be In perfect har- 
mony with one another. 


I hop© you may not think that I 
gave you these long designations of 
the Ricinus family because I wished 
to air my little knowledge of Latin. 
These names are very expressive, and 
either show the character of the plant, 
or indicate whence It was derived. 


Thus, Zanzlbarlensis shows clearly 
that the plant came from that part of 
Africa known as Zanzibar, while the 
name Gibsoni Indicates that the plant 
was named after the botanist, Gibson, 
who discovered it. 


Moreover, all these plants are listed 
by the seedsman under their 
Latin 
nllmes, and not under their £]nglish 
common designations. 


When you come to think of It, it 
is really 
wonderful where 
all 
the 
plants in our gardens come from. 
A 
study of their origin and how they 
came to be discovered, would be In- 
teresting In Itself. 


For the center of the bed referred 
to at the beginning 
of this 
article, 
you may prefer to substitute Abyssin- 
ian banana. 
This Is a 
truly 
royal 
plant, with enormous leaves that are 
all the more striking because of their 
red midribs. 


You will find It in the catalogues, 
under the name of Musa Ensete. But, 
unlike the Ricinus, this is not eaisily 
raised from seed, at least that has 
been my experience. 


I have even cut off a part of the 
hard shell in which the seed itself is 
encased. In order to facilitate germ- 
ination, but without success. 
You can 
do this if you like. 
Get some seed 
from a 
first-class 
house and try to 
raise a plant before It is time to set 
it out in the garden. 
If you fail, as 
you probably will, you can still fall 
back upon 
the 
nurseryman 
for 
a 
plant. 


There Ls one drawback to the Abys- 
sinia banana; 
Its tender leaves are 
easily torn by the wind, whereupon 
it certainly does not present a pic- 
turesque appearance, and for this rea- 


son it should be planted in protected 
places only. 


Of late years the canna ha« not re- 
ceived as much attention as it should 
have received, for it is unquestion- 
ably the finest bedding plant we pos- 
sess. 
It may be raised from seed, 
but the roots are so cheap, and, more- 
over, yield 
immediate 
results, 
that 
they are much to be preferred. 


The canria thrives in every part of 
the country, and does well in all kinds 
of soil. 
For the best results, how- 
ever, It Is advisable to epade the bed 
to a depth of two feet, and to put in 
a liberal amount of well decayed ma- 
nure. 


In fact, all of the foliage plants I 
have mentioned are gross feeders, and 
one can hardly give them too much 
fertilizer. 
Another thing they require 
Is a liberal amount of water. 
Add to 
this a sunny situation, and you will 
be surprised to see how they respond 
to such liberal treatment. 


In setting out cannas, do not make 
the mistake of mixing the varieties. 
Confine yourself to one color only, and 
put In your plants in large masses, 
about two feet apart 
this will pro- 
duce the most striking effect, and will 
be in perfect harmony. 


There are so many different kinds 
of cannas, that It Is dlfl=lcult to make 
a choice. 
Whether you will prefer the 
dark-leaved, the orchld-flowering, or 
the 
large-flowering cannas 
depends 
very largely upon your own personal 
taste. 


I like the Italian cannas best, par- 
ticularly "Austria" and "Pennsylvan- 
ia". 
A very good variety for massing, 
from Germany, has been Introduced 
this year, under the name of "Feuer- 
meer" (a sea of 
fire). 
It Is of an in- 
tense scarlet color, medium size, and 
is very free flowering. 


In conclusion. It may be well to re- 
fer to the facts that the roots of the 
canna must be taken up In the fall 
and 
stored 
in a cellar; 
that 
the 
Abysslan banana may be safely win- 
tered in a tub in the same place, but 
that the Ricinus, 
being an 
annual, 
must be raised anew from seed year 
after year. 


Floating Teeth of Old 
Horses and Mules

Somet months ago the writer had 
occasion 
to purchase 
two 
"second- 
hand" mules to do some f«tfrm work. 
These mules were bought at public 
auction, and were secured at prices 
that might be termed cheap. 


They we're shipped to the country 
and put to work at once, but unfor- 
tunately, although 
they 
performed 
their work faithfully. It was noticed 
that they fell off In flesh. 


Upon careful examination of their 
teeth It was 
discovered 
that 
their 
grinders were worn and uneven, and 
that 
consequently 
they 
could 
not 
thoroughly masticate their grain 
or 
forage. 


Therefore, it was a case of either 
selling them at a loss or having their 
teeth repaired. 


My mules were shipped to a veter- 
inary surgeon and after a 
thorough 
examination of their mouths, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that they could be 
helped. 


It was discovered that one of the 
mules.had a boll ulcer In Its mouth, 
caused 
by the loss 
of 
an 
upper 
grinder. 
The lower grinders 
having 
become elongated, had cut into 
the 
upper 
Jaw, causing ulceration 
and 
much pain when the animal attempted 
to eat either grain or forage. 


These long teeth 
were sawed off, 
but In the attempt the mule became 
lestive and in spite of the efforts of 
two strong men, pulled back and the 
tooth was extracted. 
Her other teeth 
were filed down and put In as good 
order 
as 
possible. 
This mule 
was 
shipped back to the farm and in a 
few days began to improve In flesh. 
A healing lotion 
was used 
in 
her 
mouth for several days. 
The ulcer 
disappeared, and after that she had 
no trouble whatever 
In 
masticating 
either hay or grraln, and 
performed 
her work so well that she was Anally 
sold at a profit—a few weeks after be- 
ing cured. 


When she was bought at auction 
she was a living skeleton 
and 
tha 
other one. while fat when brought in 
town, had evidently been fed on soft 
food, for he could neither masticate 
hay or grain in sufflcient amount to 
keep him so. 
In fact he practically 
refused to eat com either on the cob 
or shelled and had to be fed on meal 
and grass. 


When his teeth were treated he w m 
able to masticate his food fairly well 
and did very good work, selling 
at 
public auction after hard 
work 
on 
the farm for some months, for what 
he cost. 


There are thousands of horses and 
mules, who, arriving at old age, are 
still capable of performing hard labor 
every working day 
In the year. If 
they can thoroughly masticate their 
food; 
and the writer would advise 
that when horses or mules of this 
class begin to fall off In flesh they be 
taken at once to some reliable veterin- 
ary surgeon for examination. 


If they are 
past 
treatment 
they 
should be sold at auction for what 
they will bring, for no animal 
can 
perform a day's work satisfactorily 
when Its teeth are In condition 
to 
prevent the mastication of its food 
properly. 


When a mule or horse of uncertain 
age is to be bought by a farmer who 
Is looking for cheap animals It would 
be advisable for him to take a veter- 
inary along—If he, the farmer, can 
not tell ages—and have the veterin- 
ary make 
a 
thorough 
examination 
before a purchase Is made. 


The writer has had about 
thirty 
years' experience In handling horses 
and mules, and can safely assert that 
age does not count so much in their 
ability to do good work as the condi- 
tion of their teeth; 
but in order to 
do a day's work they must be able 
to masticate their food thoroughly. 


Many farmers do not care to grind 
all the grtiin their teams eat, neither 
do they care to take the trouble to cut 
up all their forage and then to sprin- 
kle it and mix ground stuff with It, 
but that practice will pay In the case 
of aged animals whose teeth are past 
repair. 


CONTROLLING A SHEEP PEST 


Preventing the Attacks of Flies Which Produce Maggots 
in Sheep Easy of Accomplishment.

A SPLÍENDID SPECIMEN OF FARM HOBSBL 


There exists a good deal of differ- 
ence In opinion as to the particular 
"fly" responsible for the "maggoting" 
of sheep. 
It Is popularly supposed 
to be caused by the common "blow 
fly" or "flesh fly." The exact kind of 
fly iB, however, of more interest to the 
entomologist than to the sheep man, 
and whatever its name and variety, 
we know at least something 
about 
the circumstance under which the at- 
tack occurs. 


We know something, too, about the 
method of preventing attack 
if 
we 
could always persuade the farmers to 
put it Into practice, and also of a good 
many agents that will completely de- 
stroy the maggot. 


Two things that particularly favor 
the 
"fljr" attacks 
that 
ca\ise 
such 
trouble, are cuts and other Injuries 
received in shearing and allowing the 
sheep and especially the lambd, to get 
dirty behind. 
Filth seems to form a 
congenial habitat for 
the 
maggots, 
and a damp, fetid patch of wool will 
generally be found to be the place 
where 
they 
are 
actually at work. 
Thus, the rump and region of the tall 
are parts very liable to become mag- 
goted. 
In addition to wounds or cuts 
and a soiled condition of the fleece, 
the length of wool and Its profuse se- 
cretion may attract the fly, and leads 
to a deposit of their eggs. 


Powdering the fleece used to be the 
favorite method 
of prevention, 
but 
dipping or sprinkling with a fluid pre- 
paration has largely superseded It as 
being more economical as well 
as 
more efficient. 


Fly powders consist for the most 
part of mixtures of sulphur, arsenic, 
powdered hellebore, white lead, alum, 
cinnabar of antimony, prepared chalk, 
umber. American bole and whale oil, 
in various combinations and propor- 
tions, and some old-fashioned farmers 
still cling to the use of such agents, 
but they are not nearly so effective 
as a reliable dip. 


The "poison" bogy frightens some, 
but properly prepared poisonous dips 
are perfectly safe if the ordinary care 
is used, which of course includes rigid 
adherence to specific directions framed 
to ensure safety and eflScIency. 


In order that it may be lasting as 
well as efficient. It seems almost nec- 
essary that a dip should be poisonous, 
and such a dip. by remaining in the 
fleece, will. If employed In the early 
part of the season, confer Immunity 
from the "fly" attack to a very great 
extent, as well as prevent the devel- 
opment of the larvae. 


Carbolio dips and other preparations 
of coal tar, although quite equal to 
killing any vermin which the sheep 
may harbor, are certainly very evan- 
escent, and their odor, on which they 
depend 
for 
deterring 
the "fly". Is 
quickly dissipated. 
Aa they are non- 
poisonous, and do not remain long in 
the wool, they do not poison the mag- 
gots. 


Sprinkling Is very much 
akin 
to 
dipping, 
the 
same 
solution 
being 
used. 
It is practiced when It Is not 
convenient to dip each sheep 
separ- 
ately. and secures the saturation of 


the fleece at parts most likely to hi 
"struck." 
For sprinkling, sheep a w 
penned together, and the solution ap- 
plied to the fleece by the means of m 
watering pot with hose attachment, 
but this plan Is not to be compared 
with Individual dipping for efficiency. 


For the protection of wounds, oxid« 
of zinc ointment, to which 10 drops 
of carbolic acid have been added to 
each ounce, or a mixture of 
flowers 
of sulphur and carbollzed oil Is very 
useful. 


There are a large number of agents 
that will destroy the maggots, 
but 
most of them are of a poisonous char- 


acter. 
In some districts 
shepherds 
carry with them what they call m 
"fly-stone." 
This is merely a 
good- 
sized lump of perchloride of mercury 
or corrosive sublimate. 
The deadly 
poison Is generally wrapped in a piece 
of flannel and enclosed In a leather 
pouch. 
On detecting a sheep that Is 
struck with a fly, the shepherd pulls 
out his pouch, expectorates on this 
"fly-stone" and rubs 
It 
among 
the 
maggots. 
There Is no doubt about Its 
killing them, and as we have never 
known of any trouble due to Its use, 
or accidents arising out of possession 
of so much deadly poison by the shep- 
herd, we cannot deprecate its use on 
that account, but the application of 
such a powerful corrosive is unneces* 
sarlly severe on the sheep. 


Perchloride of mercury is a splen* 
did antiseptic (probably the best w® 
have), and is calculated to keep the 
wound healthy after the destruction 
of the maggots, but a milder form Is 
equally destructive, and quite as effic- 
ient In rsspect to producing asepsis. 


A 
popular 
dressing, 
commonly 
called "fly oil", is: 
Perchloride of 
mercury, 1 drachm; 
spirits of tar, 3 
drachras; 
oil 
of 
turpentine. 
1% 
ounce; b&lling water, 8 ounces. 
This 
should be prepared by a chemist. 


The wool should be clipped front 
over the part attacked, so as to ex- 
pose the maggots, and a little of the 
solution poured in among them, care 
being taken to involve them all In the 
wetting. 
After this it Is a good plan 
to employ a piece of pointed hard 
wood to poke out the maggots that 
havQ burrowed, or a pair of flne for- 
ceps may be used for this purpose. 
It is desirable to at once get rid of 
the dead larvae, because they act as 
foreign 
bodies 
and 
retard 
healthy 
healing If allowed to remain. 


THE ECONOMICAL FEEDING OF PIGS PROFITABLE 


A mistake that we often make is 
that we wean our pigs too young. 
I 
believe in getting the little pigs start- 
ed off to eat at three or four weeks 
old, and there Is nothing better than 
a little milk and shorts to get them 
started. 
Then feed them liberally and 
by the time you wean them at eight 
or ten weeks old, you 
have a 
big, 
strong, lusty pig. 


I am satisfied that a great many of 
our farmers lose all the profit in the 
business by the way they handle the 
pigs at the weaning time. 
I am a 
strong believer in raising 
the 
little 
pigs out in the open. 
Of course you 
must have shelter for them in storms 
and for 
feeding 
purposes, 
but 
let 
them have access to the earth; keep 
them on the ground and give them 
green food, and you will get them to 
develop bone and muscle and a strong 
stomach. 


They are always on their feed and 
always at their feed. 
I like to have 
them out on a clover pasture or on 
peas and rape. 
For 
later 
pastures, 
rape 
gives satisfactory results. 
Of 
course, you must feed the pigs rea- 
sonably at the same time. 


We all know that for economic pro- 
duction a mixture of several grains 
fed together will give better results 
than any one grain fed alone. 


I cannot lay down a hard and fast 
rule. 
Some seasons oats 
might 
be 
very satisfactory, but If you get such 
a combination as high-priced oats it 
would be foolish to advocate them, 
especially when we have to purchase 
our feed. 


During the winter months In a root 
growing country I believe roots are a 
good food, and should compose a large 
proportion of the ration, and I be- 
lieve in boiling the roots and feeding 
some grain. 


Do not load them up with a great 
lot of water, feed the roots In rather 
a thick batter, and mix In your shorts 
and 
middlings and 
whatever 
grain 
you might happen to have. 
For the 
larger pigs pulp the roots and feed 
the meal sprinkled on. 
In a section

ness, have dry beds and give them dry 
straw to lie on.

is over.

Out In the country there is 
nothing to equalize the electrical con- 
ditions of the air and it accumulates 
until It goes to earth with a crash, 
usually through the most conspicuous 
conductor available—a tree, a barn, 
or a wire fence. 


Statlst'cs show that far more barns 
are struck than houses, and that al- 
most every building properly rodded is 
proof against being damaged 
by 
a 
stroke. 
Barns are usually larger and 
higher than the houses and conduct 
the electric shock from the clouds to 
the earth. 
The nature of the contents 
make destruction by flre almost cer- 
tain before anything can be saved.

The farmer who depends upon one 
crop to support his family and buy 
his meat, flour, hay. horses and many 
other things, sooner 
or later 
will 
come to grief. It matters not what. In 
reason, the price of that one article 
Is. 
This one-crop system is what is 
the matter with 
our 
farmers. 
We 
need to diversify our crops more. 


We need to keep mors live stock: 
to raise our own horses and 
mules, 
sheep, cattle, hogs and 
other 
live 
stock; 
to raise more hay. grain and 
leguminous 
crops. 
Those 
sections 


expect to have manure to go on our 
crops. 
Without manure 1 believe It 
almost Impossible to get our farms 
into a high state of cultivation. 
By 
the keeping of live stock on our farms, 
not only will this live stock manure 
the farms, and get the fields In better 
condition for growing better crops, 
but they will pay a profit to the own- 
er. 
Our waste lands and hills should 
be fenced, and 
well stocked 
with 
growing cattle, horses and sheep, In- 
stead of being allowed to grow up and. 
in many cases, wash away. 


Why not raise more sheep? 
I havs 
found that sheep are as easy to raiss 
as any stock, and almost indispensa- 
ble In building up my farm. 
They 
will Improve any 
land 
they 
graze 
upon; 
will kill the briers, keep down 
weeds, kill bushes, will distribute their 
droppings evenly over the flelds. and 
put the land in fine condition for any 
crop. 
If there was no other profit I 
would consider that they pay me in 
preparing my 
land for crops. 
But 
they will pay in mutton. 


We need to keep moro brood mares 
to raise our own horses. 
We cannot 
afford to be paying from $400 to $800 
per pair for horses and mules; 
every 
time you buy a pair out of the Stats 
you are making some other farm rich 
and putting money into some other 
man's 
pocket, 
and 
proportionately 
making your farm poor and 
taking 
money out of your own pocket. 


We ought to raise 
more 
poultry, 
chickens, 
turkeys, 
ducks—yes. 
and 
geese, too. 


And 
we must 
raise more 
meat. 
Keep more hogs on the farm and raise 
more cattle. 
Meat is too expensive to 
buy. 
But In order to raise stock you 
will have to raise more feed for this 
stock, such as your land is best adapt> 
ed to. 
If you do this your farm will 
quickly show the results, your land 
will get better and better each year, 
raising larger 
crops, 
thus 
enabling 
you to keep more stock and put more 
money in your pocket. 
To do 
this 
will require time and patience, but'It 
is the true system of farming. 


This kind of farming will build np 
any country; and make the farmer; In^- 
dependent of any trust or monopoly. 
I know the dlfflcultlos in the way, tòt 
I know by experience 
If you are go- 
ing to succeed In farming, you must 
have stock to help you. 
Tbsy wlU 
work cheap. 15 hours a day. and pay 
for the privilege of doing - it. 
What 
cheap labor! 
Yet it Is true. 
Why 
not avail yourself of it? 
The Ideal 
condition 
Is where 
you see 
fields 
growing the various crops such ss the 
land is adapted to, with nicely kept 
flelds. with stock of 
dUferent kinds 
feeding upon the land. 
This means 
safe farming, plenty of com. meat and 
grain. 
It also means 
a 
contented* 
satisfied farmer.—W. R. Scott.

Through Morgan's Groin-Iujnred 


Man Will Recover. 


Prisoner After Arrest Says He Sought to Induce Mor- 


gan to Stop Shipment of War Munitions 


from America. 


New York, July 3—An attempt to 


assassinate J. P. Morgan was made at 
Mr. Morgan's country estate, near Glen- 
cove, L. I., today. 


Mr. Morgan was shot, but not seri- 


ously wounded. 
His assailant was a 


man who said he was F. Holt, an in- 
structor in French at Cornell university, 
and also of Dallas, Tex. 
The Cornell university records con- 


tain the name of Frank Hok. He was 
an instructor in German there during 
-the last year. He was to go to the Uni- 
versity of Texas as a professor in Ger- 
man for the coming year. 


Butler Saves Morgan's Life. 


Henry Fiskc. Mr. Morgan's butler, 


doubtless saved his employer from more 
«-rious injury by felling the assailant 
•will- a blow from a coal hod, and over- 
powering him. Holt was lockrd up m 
the Glcncove jail ami from his coll is- 
sued ft statement asserting that be wits 
impelled to go to Morgan to persuade 
him to stop the shipment of munitions 
of war from this country abroad. 


The attack on Mr. Morgan was staged 


in the diningrnom of the Morgan home. 
The assailant, refused admission at the 
6oor. pressed a pistol against the but- 
ler's body nnd pushed past him through 
Ihe hallway nnd into the diningroom. 
where Mr.' Morgan had just finished 
breakfast.Shot Through Groin. 


Mr. Morgan was shot through the 


groin. Whether he was shot once or 
twice was not made clear. Two shots 
ivcrc fired by the assassin. One of these 
phots, it was reported, cut through the 
fleshy part of the breast and passed out 
through the arm. Another report wns 
that one of the shots went wild. 


The assailant reached Ghmcove on an 


early train, carrying a suitcase, arnil 
drove by automobile to the Morgan cs- 
tnte, three miles from the station. He 
left his suitcase near a hedge on the 
estate. Later the suitcase was opened 
nnd 
found 
to contain a quantity of 


uvnamito. 


A second pistol, fully loaded, was 


found in the prisoner's pocket when he 
Was searched at Gleneovc. 


The first news of the shooting was 


received at 10:30 o'clock at the office of 
Sheriff Petit, 
of Nassau 
county, a 


Mineola. 
The sheriff immediately dis 


patched men to Glencove to investigat 
the report. 


Details of the-shooting were lackinj 


at that hour.

"Mv home is in Dallas, Tex. I have a 


wife and children and am 40 years old. 
I was born in this country and so \yerc 
mv father and mother. 
My ancestors 


were Frcncl. and German; it was all 
n'ixed up. 1 received a degree of doctor 
of philosophy from Cornell in 1!>14. but 
before that"! was an 
instructor m 


French. 
1 was formerly an instructor 


in Vanderbilt university. 


"T came to New York a week ago 


from Ithaca and put up at the Mills 
hotel at Thirty-sixth street and Seventl 
avenue. I took no pains to conceal my 
identity and registered under my own 
name. 
"About a month ago 1 conceived th 


idea to BW 3. P. Morgan and get him to 
use his influence in stopping the ex 
lortation of arms which make you am 
ne responsible for the murder which i 
;oing on over there. 
"1 could not go from manufacturer to 


manufacturer myself, but 1 thought 
hat Mr. Morgan's banking connections 
would render it more easy for him to 
accomplish this. 


"I have not been influenced to do this 


by anybody else. I think President Wil- 
son's notes' were fine, but they did not 
seem to do anything to stop the war. 


"I came down here from New York 


this moniing to put my idea before Mr. 
Morgan, but I depended upon him to 
formulate tin- plan. Of course 1 did not 
mean to shoot Mr. Morgan, but 1 in- 
tended to stay there until something 
was done. 1 had a stick of dynamite in 
my pocket; 1 thought it might come in 
handy somehow. Some fool has said 
that I had nitroglycerine in my suit- 
case, but that was only benzine to clean 
my clothes. 


"I went up to the house and got by 


the butler and walked upstairs. I had 
my gun in my hand. In the hall on the 
second floor I met Mr. Morgan. A wom- 
an whom 1 took to be his wife immedi- 
ately preceded him down the hall. 


"She screamed and jumped away from 


where—I don't know exactly where. Mr. 
Morgan did .not give me a chance to say 
anything. He jumped at me and I shot 
in the air to scare him. They tell me I

Vote Frauds and the Federal Law 


In connection with the widespread interest in the application of 


the federal statutes in tho Torre Haute vote fraud cases, especial 
importance attaches to a decision just given by the supreme court of 
the United States, holding valid an indictment under Section 19 of 
the criminal code of the United States. This is the section under 
which the first count of the indictment in the Term Haute election 
cases is based. The opinion was written by Justice Holmes and is to 
the general effect that resort to the federal law in the prosecution of 
election frauds is entirely justifiable. 


The decision is of far reaching importance, because it is the first 


interpretation of this section by the highest court since the codifica- 
tion of the United States criminal statutes in 1900. and because it 
sustains the decision of Jndpe A. B. Anderson, of the United States 
district court at Indianapolis, in overruling the demurrer to the_in- 
dictment in the Terre Haute eases. The decision upholds the view 
that state election officers are subject to indictment in federal courts 
for election frauds. 


The ease decided came, up from the western district, of Okla- 


homa 
Tom Moslcy nnd Dan Hojran, who were election officers, and 


a majority of the county election hoard of Ulaine county. Oklahoma, 
ivere'indicted by a United States grand jury, because, it, was alleged, 
they "agreed that, irrespective of the precinct returns being regiilai 
and lawful, they would omit them from the count and from their re- 
turns to the state election board." A conspiracy was alleged in the 
indictment; it was asserted that the two men hold a secret meeting 
without the knowledge of the third member of the board, for the 
purpose of carrying out the conspiracy. 


Under the direction of District Attorney Dailr-y. the Terre Haute 


cases were supposed to have been the first test of the efficacy of this 
section of the United States criminal code, but. the appeal from Ok 
lahoma in a case very similar is the first to secure a decision fron 
the highest court authority. With the application of the federal lav 
fullv established in the. state elections, 
I hose who may be disposer 


to perpetrate vote frauds will be. much less likely to take a chanc 
than -were they of the belief that they had only state laws and loca 
juries to reckon with. Justice Holmes' do.-ision is going to resul 
\n cleaner elections at every point where previous results have bcei 
ander suspicion.

One of the first prominent persons for 


vhom the bell was rang waa Uenjamii 
Yanklin when he was sent to Englam 
n l-Vbruary, 17o7. to ask redress for th 
rievances of the colonies. 


Taken Away for Safety. 


When, duriug the 
revolution, 
the 


-\meriean army was forced to evacuate 
Philadelphia the Liberty hell was taken. 
together with the 
chimes 
of 
Christ 


cliiireh and of St. 1'eters to Allentnwn. 
where it rested in Zi.m church from Sep- 


mber. 1777. until June. I77S. and then 


was returned to the State Mouse. This 
i:i sometimes called the iirst trip of the 
bell in the schedule of places that it has 
been taken to. 


In July. 1.S35. it lolled for the obse- 


quies of John Marshall, and on this oc- 
eai-ion a flaw that had been growing 
through the years developed into a fis- 
sure— and the soul of the bell breathed 
away w i t h Marshall to join other hero- 
patriots who had gone before.

serious disease." is the diagnosis of one

America. Alexander E. Outerbridge, who 
las made many careful studies of the 
*vin|itoms and physical condition of the 
Liberty hell. 


"After having passed 
three 
times 


through the melting pots and been 'doc- 
tored' bv amateurs in metals, it still 
<till'ers from the malady which started 
its decay more than a century ago.' 


lerbniluc said to a Sentinel corre- 


spondent. 


'Had the hell been allowed to remain 


at rest, after the disease had first shown 
itself in a great crack extending about 
two-thirds of the way from lip to top." 
he continued, "the new and more dan- 
gerous 
crack 
extending 
diagonally 


around the bell would never have 
cnrred.'' 


Crack First Observed. 


"This crack was never observe.] until 


after the bell's return from the Iirst of 
its journeys around the country. Pinee 
then the crack has grown, actually in- 
creasing eight inches between I'.MW and 
Hill!

der' was put in place a few weeks ago, 
the crack suddenly increased six inches 
more."

several times it loses resilience, becom- 
ing brittle like glass. It is a fact of 
record that the metal in the bell was 
remclted twice in this city, and that 
it was originally so brittle that it crack- 
ed when first tested in 1753. 


How can the ailing Liberty bell 
be 


cured ? 


It. is possible that when the bell is 


returned to Philadelphia it will be set 
on a solid concrete column starting six 
feet below ground and not connected 
with the building. This, the suggestion 
of numerous experts. Is considered the 
surest way of preserving the Liberty 
bell from" the vibrations nnd shocks, 
which if continued might so extend the 
crack as to break the old bell in half! 


The Boy Who Cracked It. 


Here is the true story of the little 


hoy who broke the Liberty bell—told 
by himself! 


It has just been quoted to the writer 


—given to the world at large practical- 
ly for the first time! 


Of course the old Liberty bell, now in 


its decrepit state bound across the con- 
tinent to the Panama-Pacific exposition, 
officially broke down at the funeral of 
Chief Justice John Marshall, on July 
8, is:!.r.—exactly eighty years ago. 


That historical account of the famous 


crack is all the more attractive because 


Man who really broke Liberty bell- 


Emmanuel J. Rauch, who claimed he 
helped break bell as a boy. From a pho- 
tograph taken just before his death. 


Jti'y 8 of the year 1776 is also the real 
date when tho" bell first celebrated the 
Declaration of Independence. So that, 
in the official story, the famous bell's 
old tongue was silenced forever on the 
fifty-ninth anniversary, to a day, of its 
first peal of American liberty—silenced 
when tolling for the death of one of 
the greatest interpreters of that liberty, 
John Marshall, our most famous su- 
preme court justice! 


But after pina-ding his secret for over 


three-quarters of a century, Emmanuel 
.J. Rauch, civil war veteran of this city, 
told the true story of how the Liberty 
bell was cracked. 
He had helped to 


crack it. 


Mr. Ranch's Story. 


Old Emmanuel Rauch is d<*ad. 
He 


passed away barely a year ago in New 
York. 


"It was on Washinjfton'B birthday, in 


the year 1835. I was ten years old 
then. 
My family 
was Pennsylvania 


Dutch, and had "come to Phil«*;lphla 
from Chester, Pa., in 1832—eeren year* 
after I was born." 


Thus Rauch narrated his secret, in 


words quoted to me today by his wid- 
ow, Mrs. E. J. Rauch, of this city, and 
vouched for by many 
relatives 
and 


friends. 


"My mother had sent inc to the shop 


that morning." Rauch said, "and I wns 
going home through the old State House 
square, when T heard 'Major Jack*— 
that's what we boys called Jack Down- 
ing, the keeper of the steeple, who was 
quite a character in Philadelphia—call- 
ing nie. 


"TTe corralled a bunch of youngsters 


beside me. and then asked us, 'Ray, boys, 
do you wn.nt. to ring the Liberty bell 
today, in honor of Washington's birth- 
day?' 


"Did we want 
to?—"Major 
'Tat'k 


climbed up into the steeple and tied a 
rope around tho clapper. When he came 
down we took tho other end and, as 
he told us to, began pulling with all 
our might." 


And to make a long story short, tho 


boys pulled with such might that the 
old bell cracked under the strain! 


"We never sa,id a word about our ex- 


ploit. 
Tt, scorned ono of those thJ.ngH 


that ten-year-old boys who aren't look- 
ing for trouble had best kee.p 
silent 


about. And I guess Major Jack wasn't 
inclined to talk about it either," 


Who First Rang It? 


"The mystery of the old bell ringer" 


is the most fascinating of the myths 
which have been revived by the trip of 
the Liberty bell to San Francisco. 


Who was the old man who rang the 


bell when it first pealed forth in cele- 
bration of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence? 


It is conceded tha.t the story of the 


boy dashing into the street on July 4, 
177(i. calling to the old caretaker in 
the belfry, "Ring, ring! They've signed, 
it!" is fiction pure and simple. 


Wilfred Jordan, custodian of the mu- 


seum in Independence Hall, and an au- 
thority on the history of the. Liberty 
bell, declares there is no record of such 
an event. The first authenticated ring- 
ing, after the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence was on July 8, when it 
called the citizens of Philadelphia to- 
gether to hear the document read. 


"Andrew McNair, doorkeeper at the 


time, may have been the first bell ring- 
er, but this has not been established," 
snys Custodian Jordan. 


A story for which history will not 


vouch is that when the news of the sur- 
render of Coniwallis reached Philadel- 
phia, "the old bell ringer died for joy." 


The history of the Philadelphia Pine 


street church contains the name of "Wil- 
liam Hurry, bellman of the old State 
House." And on the ancient stone, in 
the graveyard where. Hurry lies hurled 
are. the words, "who departed this life 
October 22, 1781." That day the mews 
of the surrender of Cornwallis reached 
Philadelphia. 


Was William Hurry really the old 


bell ringer who rang in the new year 
of American freedom on the day that 
the Declaration of Independence was ap- 
proved, and did he really die of joy on 
hearing that the. long war with Eng- 
land was over at last?

In a very large percentage of tne TO-1 


fsl district* of this country science in 
the past few years has dono much in 
the benefit of agriculture. The advance 
has been remarkable throughout the 
entire union, but in Indiana especially 
has it been noted for its very remark- 
able results.

in the van in scientific farming for near- 
ly ft decade, but the past year has

times more interesting that it was un 
der the old lack of system. 
Farmers Are Interested. 


If anyone doubts that farmers ar 


Interested in the scientific farming pro 
ject, he should attend ft farmers' meet 
ing held in the court house or .in the 
country and should accompany Count 
Agent Henry on one of his "tours," o 
should stop" in any time and find th 


, 
string of farmers who day after

pass through the agent's office. 
| 


The tours taken up in connection 


•with the various hranclies are as inter- 
esting as any feature of the 
work. 


There are tours of many varieties—silo 
inspections, investigations of 
alfalfa 


conditions, trips of educational value to 


" any man who lives in the country or 


who owns a farm. 


A Silo Tour. 


Very recently County Agent Henry 


announced that he would hold a silo 
tour. He advertised a great while in 
advance, posting bills, carding the news- 
papers, and getting the farmers to tell 
each other.' 
He made a careful investigation previ- 


ous to this of the silos of the county, 
going personally to scores 
of farms 


where silos seem to be well builded and 
well cared for. He gathered statistics 
not only from this county, hut irom 
other states and counties, proving that 
the silo is a success—a saving and a 
money-making proposition. 


Then when the day came the farmers 


camo right along at the very front of 
it. 
The mcctintf was to be held first 


at the asscrnbly'-oom of the court house 
and a number ..f noted speakers who 
have long been identified with scientific 
farming addressed the audience. Fully 
several hundred attended, many of the 
farmer* coming from long 
distances, 


nd aeons of them driving in ta their 
utomobiles. 
After the meeting, in which questions 
-ere asked and answered, much after 
he manner of a school room, the crowd 
vent to the automobiles, and the vol- 


unteers with their machines each pick- 
ed up some guests, and the whole string 
whisked out into the country. 


A definite line of march was covered, 


and at certain points the entire party 
would disembark to investigate condi- 


tions at the silos in various farmyards. 
Here 
the officials 
and 
the 
experts 


brought from various schools and agri- 
cultural colleges would discuss the silos 
before the farmers, and treat the sub- 
ject simply, but with scientific care, 


pointing out the good and bad points. 


The party visited half a dozen farms 


before noon, and responded to the effi- 
ciency test by eating dinner in the open 
while the instructors talked. The en- 
tire afternoon was spent in further in-

The Evening Meetings.

ducted ~172 meetings, ninety-eight 
of 


them being held in the daytime and thr 
remaining seventy-four at night. Thes 
night sessions are held at convenient 
nnd central places through the county, 
township schools, town halls and any 
other rooms that are large enough to 
permit good crowds to get 
together. 


Hundreds attended some of them ani 
the average attendants was seventy- 
one. 


At these evening meetings, which wil 


be held oftcner in the coming winter 
than previously, slides will be. project 
ed showing what successful farmers an 
accomplishing not. only in this county 
but in other places over the state am 
country.

Of course, fann- 
ers who have them would never pel with- 
out, but there still are some who have 
not tried them and who do not know 
their value who still object. 
However, 


Hie silo is gaining very rapidly here 
in popularity and numbers. 


There are somewhere hetween 175 and 


200 silos in the comity when 
there 


should be that, many in a township. In- 
stead of three or ten or fifteen in a 
township there should be nl least, half 
MS many silos as there are farms, and 
the farms average -Hit) lo a township 
and 8.000 thousand to the. county.

Staggers and Falls.

(IIMI of the new liritish war loan. 


l,n March last. Mr. Morgan crossed the 


oi-oaii on a mission which lie himself did 
not dim lose but, which was generally 
supposed to be the arranging of credits 
for the powers at war with (Jermany. 


Another version o£ the entrance ot the 


intruder into the Morgan house is to the 
effect that he had 110 trouble in gaining 
admission.

Several Shots Fired.

Dr. \V. H. Zabriskie, of 
(Jlencove, was immediately summoned 
and Dr. Markoc, of this city, was sent 
for. 
Mr. Morgan's wounds were exam- 


ined and word was given out that it was 
not believed that they were necessarily 
serious. Mr. Morgan, with his wife and 
daughters, went to their summer home 
in UlencAyc afu'r tlu- >I1>lrrinKp recently 
of his son, Junius Spencer Morgan, in 
lioston. 
Matinicock Point, 
where the 


Morgan home is located, is almost sur- 
rounded by water and is about two to 
three miles from the central part of the 
village of Glencove. 


When Mr. Morgan's assailant arrived 


in Glencove on a train from New York 
he hired on automobile from a garage 
near the station and was driven by the 
chauffeur, Matthew Cramer, to the Mor- 
gan summer home, where the shooting 
occurred. 


Tie Assaileat With Rope. 


As soon as the man had been over- 


powered after liring and wounding trw 
financier, some of the servants in. the 
Morgan home procured a rope and tied 
him securely. Then they took him out 
on the lawn near the mansion to await 
the arrival of officers from Glencove, for 
whom they had telephoned. 


Judge William Luyster and Constable 


Frank~McGilI took him in an automobile 
to the court house at Glencove. where 
tin- contents of two suit cases that he 
had brought with him from Now \ork, 
were examined. 


Explosives in Suit Case. 


One of these was found to contain 


three large sticks of dynamite and the 
other a large bottle of nitroglycerine 
There were also two large boxes of 
cartridges for bis revolvers. 


The prisoner, a tall lanky man ot 


the rawboncd type, was extremely reti- 
cent hut afterwards was persuaded to 
talk although he would not say much 
about himself. Although he claimed to 
be an American citizen it was said he 
spoke with a marked foreign accent. 


When asked by the officials who in- 


spired the plot against Mr. Morgan he 
denied that any one had done so. 


"Came from On High," He Says. 


"It came to me from on high," he 


declared. 


Tho man seemed to lack complete 


recognition of what had happened in the 
Morgan home and of the effects of the 
shots he had fired.

wounded Mr. Morgan, insisting that he 
had not wanted to kill him or even hurt

When asked why he fired the 


shots he wild he did so to frighten the 
linancicr. 


Told that he. had endangered his own 


life by his act because he might have 
killed Mr. Morgan the prisoner s»id he 


id not mind that as ho was willing to 
ie as he could not stand the European 
var anv longer.

old him thnt his shots had wounded 
Ir.

Man Not Rational. 


'I did not hurt him,'' he cried.

Wheelbarrow a Hearse. 


"Then it was that T realized why 1 


had been digging. T was digging grave* 
for Villa's liring squad! Each night the 
mock court martial met in the Ouartd 
and passed sentences on all who had 
been arrested by the military during the 
day. 


"For an awful month T dug, dug. dug. 


My hands were raw and my heart sick 
fiom the sights T saw. Worst of all T 
l.uil to burv those limp, bleeding bodies. 


-In a blood-stained old wheelbarrow 


I hauled them to the new-made grave 
and dumped them in without shroud, 
coffin or prayer. 
Tint Hod knows 1 was 


fr.rced to iln" it. I tried to be as gentle 
as 1 could nnd even said a half prayer 
for one poor boy who died like a dog on 
his hands and knees. 


"As one old man approached the ceme- 


tery 1 could see that, he was muttering a 
prayer to the Virgin and he crossed and 
rccrossed himself. 
His trousers 
were 


gone as booty to the jnil guard and the 
old man shook as if with palsy us he 
stumbled nlong. 
A common thief, the 


guards told me. and not fit to die. His 
heart, was brave with the stoicism of 
t he Aztecs, but his weak old body shook 
violently as he took his place in front, 
of the adobe wall which was pock-mark- 
ed with many bullet holes. As he faced 
the firing sqiiad his old eyes caught the 
outline of n cross which stood out, bold- 


ly in the morning light at the entrance 
to the cemetery.

How Firing Squad Death Comes.

End Comes at 85 Years to 


Noted 
Mexican 
Who 


Ruled His Land Thirty- 
Five Years and Gave Way 
Before Madero Revolu- 
tion That Marked Begin- 
ning of Mexico's Present 
Troubles, 


Paris, July 3.—(U-n. Torfirio 
Diar, 


former president of Mexico, died her.- 
yesterday. 
He was eighty-live years 


old. 


General Diaz's wife. Penora Carmen 


Komero Kubio Diaz, and their son, 1'or- 
flrio Dfaz, Jr.. and the latter's wife. 
were at the bedside when the end came. 


The letter with which On. 
Porfirio 


Diaz announced, on May 2">, H'H, Ins 
resignation from the ^residency ,,t_ Mex- 
ico after having been master ot 
the 


country for thirty-live years, gives m 
his own words an interesting glimpse 
of his remarkable career. 
It rends: 


"Sir: 
The Mexican people who gen- 


erously have covered me with honors, 
•who proclaimed me as their l.-adi-r dur- 
ing the international wnr, who patrioti- 
cally assisted me in all works under- 
taken to develop industry and the com- 
merce of the republic, establish its ere,], 
it, gain for it. the respect of (In- world 
and" obtain for it an honorable position 
in the concert, of nations—that same 
people, sir. have revolted in armed mili- 
tary bands, stating that my presence. 
in the exercises of the supreme execu- 
tive power is the cause of this insur- 
rection. 
"I do not know of any fact imputal'lc. 


to me which would have caused this so- 
cial phenomenon, but permitting, though 
not admitting, that I may bp unwitting- 
ly calpablo, such a possibility makes 
m« the least able to "reason out and de- 
ride my own culpability. 
Therefore. 


respecting as I hare always respected 
the will of the people, and in accord- 
ance with article 82 with the federal 
constitution. I como before the supreme 
representatives of the nation in order 
to resign, unreservedly, the 
office of 


constitutional president of tho republic 
»rith -which tho national vote honored 
Bie, which I do with the more reason 
tince. in order to continue in office, it 
would bo necessary to shed Mexican 
blood, endangering the credit of the 
tountry, dissipating its wealth. exhaust- 
Ing its resources and exposing its pol- 
Vr to international complications. 


""I hope, gentlemen, that when the 


passions which are infierent. to all revo- 
lutions have been calmed, a more con- 
xcicncious and just study will bring out 
in the national mind, a correct judg- 
ment, which, when 1 die, T may carry 
graven on my soul as a just, estimate of 
the life which I have devoted and will 
devote to my countrymen." 


The revolution led by On. Fr.incisco 


T. Madero. .Tr.. had brought about the 
aged president's reported pledge early 
in 1011 to resign his office, in a bnrgnin 
for peace, but on May 24 
the- day on 


which the resignation was expected, il 
wns not forthcoming. 
Riots occurred 


that day in Mexico City, during which 
many persons were killed. The naiinntil 
palace was stoned by mobs shouting. 
"Viva Madero!" and 
demnnding 
to 


know why Diaz did not repijrn. 
The 


next, day he read his letter of rcsign.i- 
tion to the chamber of deputies. A 
largo majority voted aye; the other 
legislators rose, and bowed 
their 
af- 


firmation ns their names were called. 


The minister of foreign affairs. Fran- 


cisco Leon de la Barra. wns immediately 
chosen provisional president nnd Din/. 
of whom for thirty years all Mexico 
had Btood in awe. left the capital.^se- 
cretly the nest day, to embark at Vera 
Cruz for Europe. 
Since then he had 


llred virtually an exile in Paris and 
other European cities, a silent observer 
of still more troublesome/ times in the 
land he had long ruled. 


The views General Diaz held of *hese 


subsequent happenings were rennrtr*! 
mainly by rumor. He authorized hut 
few interviews, and those in the main 
were thoBe of an old man grieved over 
his own misfortunes and those of Mexi- 
co. He longed to see peace re-establish- 
ed, and was often quoted ns having urg- 
ed tho now former President TTuerta to 
quit to prevent a foreign wnr. 
TTc was

repeatedly reported on the point of re- 
turning to Mexico, but lie denied that 
he. ever would, unless Mexico was drawn 
into war with tho iT'iited States, 
or 


unless it was for him to die in his na- 
tive land. 


P.eneral "Din?, was born in 1S.10. 
His 


family was of old Spanish stock with 
an infusion of Indian blood. 
Left fath- 


erless at the age of three, be was edu- 
cated at the expense of the Bishop of 
Caxaca with the intention of becoming 
a priest, but be eventually turned to 
law and then at the outbreak of the 
war with the United States turned to 
a military career. 
He served through- 


out that'strujiKle in a militia company 
which he helped organize, and after 
peace was declared he made a special 
study of military science. He and one 
other were tho <mi, two in the conn- 
trv who dared openly oppose the con- 
tinuation of Santa Anna's dictatorship. 


His execution was ordered, but be es- 
caped and joined Horrent revolt. 
He 


speedily made a reputation as a soldier, 
and as' a brigadier general be was the 
chief thorn in the side of the 1-rencli 
forces, when, taking advantage of the 
civil war in the I Tnitcrl States, they at:. 
tempted to place Archduke Maximilian 
of Austria on the throne of a Mexican 
empire. Pin/, harrassed the enemy con- 
stantly, nnd in -lune, 18«7, 
captured 


Mexico City with bis forces. 
On the 


re-establishment of the republic he was 
unsuccessful as a candidate for presi- 
dent, hut in 1877 he was elected to fill 
the unexpircd term of the fugitive presi- 
dent, Lcrdo. His last and eighth elec- 
tion was in July. 1!HO. 


To Piaz was given credit for the ad- 


vance of Mexico to the status of n sta- 
ble, progressive and prosperous govern- 
ment, although the autocratic methods 
he employed were widely criticised.
